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THE EXPORTS OF COTTONSEED OIL. 


The export movement of cottonseed 
oil continues to dimminish as the 
crop year nears the end. The total 
shipments during June amounted to 
638,754 gallons, which shows a de- 
crease of 354,215 gallons as corapared 
with the shipments during May. This 
falling off in exports was expected, as 
the increase of the preceding month 
was somewhat unusual and had de- 
pleted the stocks in possession of the 
manufacturers. The decrease was 
most marked from the ports of New 
York and Baltimore, the former show- 
ing a decrease of about 179,000 gallons 
and the latter 156,000 gallons. The 
shipments from the various ports 
during June were: from New York, 
302,554 gallons; from New Orleans, 
190,000 gallons; from Baltimore, 131,- 
200 gallons; from Huron, 10,000 gal- 
lons, and from Key West, 5,000 gallons. 
The export movement may be ex- 
pected to show still further decrease 
as the season advances, and the sup- 
ply although small, is probably am- 
ple to meet all requirements. A care- 
ful estimate of the amount of all 
grades of oil held by the mills and 
others outside of the two principal 
companies does not exceed 25,000 
barrels, and as prices continue low 
the shipments to market are light 
and may be expected to continue so 
until there is a change for the better 
or holders are compelled to realize on 
their holdings, The demand for ex- 
port has been light and will probably 
continue so unless the low prices pre- 
vailing prove an inducement to ex- 
parters to anticipate late require- 
ments. The condition of the markets 
abroad also have an important hear- 
ing on the export demand, and as 
several important lots have latterly 
been shipped by sail, believedl to be 
an consignment, their effect is watched 


with some interest. It is not believed, 
however, that the markets here will 
suffer to any material extent whatever 
the effect abroad.

THE BROMINE WAR. 

In another coiumn we publish an 
interview with the representative of 
the German Bromine Syndicate rela- 
tive to that concern’s plan of establish- 
ing a plant in the United States for 


the manufacture of bromides. The 
conditions of the warfare, which has, 
for over a year, been waged upon the 
American manufacturers by their 
German competitors, are too well- 
known to need any further explana- 
tion. From the article above referred 
to, it will be seen that the German 
syndicate has conceived a method of 
carrying on its side of the fight even 
more effectually than it has here- 
tofore done. The heads of the lead- 
ing American firms refuse to be in- 
terview, and their representatives 
and agents, when approached 
on the subject, were also 
unwilling to talk for publication; but 
fromm what could be picked up gener- 
ally in the trade, it is evident that 
numerous views of the situation are 
entertained. The majority of Ameri- 
can manufacturers are inclined to 
think that the plans of the German 
syndicate, as set forth by its repre- 
sentative, savor considerably of 
‘bluff.’ They maintain that the 
Germans are merely trying to force 
the Americans back into the original 
agreement not to ship any bromides 
to Europe. If this is the case it is 
thought the German Bromine Syn- 
dicate will find it has undertaken con- 
siderable of a job in attempting to 
bulldoze the American manufacturers. 
The latter have plenty of money at 
their backs and are quite likely to 
show an interesting degree of fight. 
On the other hand, some take a 
much more serious view of the situa- 
tion, and these sustain their views 
with plausible arguments. They can- 
not see but that the German Bromine 


Syndicate, if it carries out its plan of 
establishing a bromide plant in the 
United States, stands every chance of 
making it unpleasant for the Ameri- 
can manufacturers. They will use 
their own bromine, which, beyond the 
manufacture, will cost them nothing 
except for the _ transportations, 
while the American manufacturers 
are obliged to buy their bromine from 
the National Bromine Co., at a cost 
sufficiently high to enable the bromine 
pool to make a profit. Here on the 
start, it is claimed, the Germans have 
@ great advantage, and as they can 
employ labor as cheaply as the Ameri- 
cans, there seems to be no reason why 
they cannot suceessfully cut under 
them. 

If the German syndicate does as it 
promises, it will soon be demonstrated 
which of these theories is correct. At 
least, it is a fact almost beyond dis- 
pute, that this new phase of the 
‘bromine war ’”’ will be productive of 


interesting results.

THE PLATE GLASS MARKET, 


It is seldom that the plate glass 
market has been so free from the 
cutting of prices by ambitious or 
disgruntled jobbers as it has been for 
the past six months. Neither has the 
history of the trade before shown 
such a unanimous desire on the part 
of manufacturers’ to subserve their 
own interests by joining with their 
competitors in an effort to uphold 
market values. At the recent meeting 
of the manufacturers association in 
Pittsburg,and it may be mentioned in 
passing that all of the factories were 
there represented, it was unanimously 
agreed that present prices and the 
regulations relative to the sale 
of plate glass ehould be con- 
tinued until at least next De- 
ecember, until which time there 
will be no regular meetings of 
the manufacturer’s a:sociation, The 
jobbers had one of their periodical 
meetings last week and they also re- 
affirmed the agreement to maintain 
prices. This means that unless some 
unusual occasion should arise there 
will be a steady market for plate glass 
during the fall season. As to the 
possibility of unusual conditions in. 
tervening neither the manufacturers 
nor jobbers are at all fearful. Ac- 
cording to them it would be impos 
sible for any one whether a producer 
or dealer to reduce his quotations 
without serious immediate loss, and 
no prospect of material gain in the 
future. On the other hand consum- 
ers may console themselves with the 
understanding that under present 
conditions of supply and demand an 
advance in price is out of the ques- 
tion at present and there is nothing 
in the prospect that is now openiasg 
before the trade, with the advert of 
the fa!l season, to warrant the ex- 
pectation that the influences which 
now control the market and make low 
prices imperative will soon be re- 
moved. 


At present trade is exceedingly dull | 


though there is no less business in 
progress than usual at this time of 
the year, but the outlook for the fall 
trade holds little of encouragement 
for either the manufacturer or the 
jobber. The labor disturbances in the 
building trade will delay all building 
operations, and unless we have a very 
late or a very open winter, it is likely 
that much less plate glass than the 
average quantity, will be sold during 
the belance of this year. It is there- 
fore not at all surprising that sellers 
are averse to making a further reduc- 


tion in prices, nor that they should 
hesitate to mark up their quotations, 


for on the one hand it would likely | 
result in nothing but a further con- | 


traction of profits, and in the other 
event they are in danger of frighten- 
ing off those buyers who may be ina 
position to lay in stocks against a 
possible improvement in the fall trade§ 
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WEAKNESS IN THE QUININE 
MARKET. 


Contrary to all the hopes of the san- 
guine—for there were some to be 
found who were the reverse of de- 
spairing regarding the quinine situa- 
tion—the quinine market has steadily 
declined until it seems now it should 
be quoted by the pound if it keeps on 
this way much longer. The general 
conditions of the market are not 
thought to warrant the abnormally 
low prices which have for some time 
past been ruling, and which are at- 
tributed to the almost absolute lack 
of demand, which has for so long 
characterized the market. Manufac- 
turers have tried to draw some con- 
solation from the results of the bark 
sales of the past four or five months, 
claiming that as these auctions have 
invariably been reported as having 
passed off either at an advance, or 
firm at previous prices, and as they 
will therefore have to pay higher 
prices for bark, that they must, in 
the natural course of events, obtain 
higher prices for sulphate of quinine. 
But so far has the market’s con- 
dition been from supporting this 
view that it makes one rather 
skeptical about accepting it. In- 
stead of advancing or _ even 
strengthening, the prices have de- 
clined continually and now sales are 
reported to have been made at six- 
teen and three-quarters cents an 
ounce. This price, to be sure, is not 
considered the basis of the market, 
which is quoted at seventeen cents, 
It is claimed that this sale was made 
by a speculator who had become tired 
of holding his stock and cut the price 
for tne sake of making the sale. Be 
that as it may, it none the less truly 
illustrates the fact that, except in 
cases where iianipulation enters as a 
factor in the matter, the law of sup- 
ply and demand cannot be ignored, 
even although cinchona bark may be 
more expensive. True, manufactu- 
rers are holding at tigures slightly 
above the market, but that appar- 
ently makes no difference, as their 
brands can be purchased from sec- 
ond hands at the basis of the market. 

The whole condition of the market 
is extremely discouraging to any- 
thing like speculative interest. In- 
deed, it is maintained by some that 
in the face of the general weakness 
and instability which prevails without 
signs of abatement buyers are un- 
willing to make any offers for round 
lots, even at figures below those at 
which any quinine has yet been sold. 
The market abroad is as dull as on 
this side of the water. There seems 
to be no prospect of any immediate 
improvement either at home or 
abroad, although an inereased de- 
mand would strengthen the mar- 
ket. 

————_+-. 
THE FERTILIZER TRADE. 

Although at this time of the year, 
after six weeks of comparative idle- 
ness following the close of the spring 
season, manufacturers and dealers 
look for the beginning of an active 
fall trade in fertilizer chemicals, the 
results since the middle of July have 
been far from meeting their anticipa- 
tions. Notwithstanding the financial 
depression in the South the fertilizer 
manufacturers did a full average 
business last spring, but from present 
indications they are not likely to meet 
with as good results during the fall 


season. ‘Thus far there has been no 


| demand for fertilizer chemicals from 


the South. With the prospect of an- 
other large yield of cotton and the 
certainty that this will mean even 
greater financial stringency for the 
planters, the manufacturers of fertil- 
izers are disposed to awaitthe outcome 
of the cotton crop before placing 
their orders here for ammoniates, ete. 
In the North and West trade is fair 
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but not of the usual volume for this 
season. The outlook, however, is 
considered to be encouraging, the 
general expectation being that the 


consumption of fertilizers in these | 


sections will be larger than ever, dur- 
ing the coming fall. 

There is a good supply of the am- 
moniates with the exception of fish 
scrap. Were the demand as great as 
usual, the scarcity of fish scrap would 
no doubt stiffen up prices of other 
ammoniates, as buyers would have to 
take the latter to make up the defi 
ciency in the supply of the former. 
As it is there are very few buyers who 
are in such need of immediate sup- 
plies that they are compelled to sat 
isfy their necessities with dried blood, 
sulphate of ammonia, etc., and con- 


sequently prices of the latter are not | 


materially affected. By the time the 
stock is actually needed for consump- 
tion there may ke plenty of scrap. 
There have been other years when the 
fishing was extremely poor during 
June and July, while during the latter 
half of the season the catch was large. 
It is quite probable that the experi- 
ence will be repeated this year, and 
as that is the case the majority of 
buyers are inclined to wait to see 
what the result of the fishing will be. 
+ - 
A STRONG MARKET FOR TONKA 
BEANS. 

The tonka beans market has never 
been ina stronger position than it is 
in to-day. The stocks of Angostura 
beans of old crop in this market are 
daily becoming lighter, while as yet 
only fifteen thousand pounds of 1892 
crop have come forward. So short 
are supplies that even at the high 
prices which for two or three weeks 
have formed the basis of the market, 
sellers are holding off, reluctant to 
part with large quantities, and con- 
fidently expecting higher prices in 
the near future. 

The market is further strength- 
ened by the revolutionary troubles in 
Venezuela, It has already been 
stated in these columns that large 
quantities of beans had been seized 
by the insurrectionists during their 
transportation down the river, and 
the delay in their coming forward 
to this market, consequent upon 
their seizure and subsequent fate, 
was noted and A new 
feature now presents itself, and 
one which is worthy of consid- 
eration. All this time the seized 
beans have been sent about from place 
to place, and although the insurrec- 
tionists will undoubtedly seek a mar- 
ket for them as soon as the opportun- 
ity presents itself, the fact of the 
beans not having been properly 
cured, if cured at all,renders it highly 
probable that many of them will be 
damaged by rot. This will reduce 
the already light stocks which, at the 
most generous estimate are not 
thought to amount to over 50,000 
pounds which does not begin to be 

nough for the annual consumption 
in this market. 

Taking into consideration the sev- 
eral phases of the situation and the 
undoubted strength of the market, 
it is not unreasonable to expect high- 
er prices or, at the very least, a firm 
continuance of the prices at present 
ruling.

GLASS WORKERS CONSIDER MANU- 
FACTURERS’ INTERESFS. 

In one of the reports of the recent 
meeting of the Window Glass Work- 
ers’ Association in Pittsburg, oecurs 
the following, which might seem to 
need no comment save that it is well 
for the manufacturers and consumers 
of glass that the results were as they 
were: ‘After an exciting debate the 
motion to decrease the maximum 
monthly production of each man from 
192 single boxes to 182 and from 190 
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| double to 112 was defeated. The pro 
| ject to strike out the 12x18 inch 
| bracket in the first part of the wage 
| list was lost, as was the motion to the 
effect that hereafter poor glass should 
| be worked by cylinder. All of these 
three measures, if adopted, would 
| have increased the wages of the glass 
| workers very materially. An effort 
| to fix the salary of the boss blower at 
| $25 per month in addition to his earn- 
| ings also failed.’’ Going a little below 
the surface the defeat of these resolu- 
| tions would seem to indicate that the 
workers while not willing to relenqu- 
ish any part of the advantage they 
already have in the matter of 
dictating wages. are inclined to 
to put no other obstacles in the way 
of the manufacturers in their attempt 
to place the glass market ona more 
protitable footing.

ard of quality was introduced in the 
recent convention thére were not 
enough affirmative votes to carry it. 


A most valuable and important in- 
dustrial discovery was recently made 
by a glass manutacturer of Anderson, 
Ind. He has re disecvered the lost 
art of casting glass pipes which is 
claimed to have been carried on by 
the ancient Egyptians. Some cap- 
italists have been interested in the in- 
vention, a factory has been erected at 
Pendleton, Ind., and castings have 
been successfully made. The pipes 
are said to be cheaper, as well as more 
durable and cleaner than iron. They 
are suitable for sewers and for gas 
and water mains. : 


Evidently the glass workers have 
not much faith in the possibilities of 
co-operative glass making. At the 
recent convention of the Window 
Glass Workers Association, one of the 
wealthiest and most influential labor 
organizations in the country, a reso- 
lution offered in behalf of individual 
members and calling for the issue of 
bonds to the extent of $100,000 for the 
purpose of erecting a factory and en 
gaging in the glass business failed to 
pass. Another resolution authorizing 
the association to build atank furnace 
for the manufacture of glass, was also 
lost. 


The fifteenth annual meeting of the 
American Paper Mukers’ Association 
was held at Saratoga last Wednesday 
with 250 members in attendance, 
representing the leading paper firms 
of the United States. Vice-presidents 
representing each branch of paper 
making reported business generally 
good, including the wood pulp in- 
terests. Hon. Warner Miller re- 
ported that the U. 8S. government had 
under consideration a bill to facilitate 
commerce with the Spanish American 
States, and had made _ several con- 
tracts with steamships trading with 
South American ports, thus increas- 
ing the markets for American paper. 


The plant of Cooke Bros., lard and 
tallow oil refiners, on the shore of the 
Kills, north of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad bridge at Elizabethport, 
N. J., was destroyed by fire last 
Tuesday morning. The works 
consisted of a large brick 
storage warehouse, two bleacheries, a 
cooper shop, a tank house, an engine 
house and refinery. The refinery and 
office of the works were all that es- 
caped destruction. The plant covered 
three and a half acres of ground. The 
fire started among a lot of oil bags in

the main building, and spread with 
great rapidity to the other buildings, 
which were all wooden structures, 
The loss is estimated at 75,000. There 
was $50,000 insurance. The firm es- 
tablished its business in New York in 
1865, and built its Elizabethport works 
in 1880. The works will be rebuilt. 
The fire is supposed to have been 
caused by spontaneous combustion. 


Some months ago, when the Health 
authorities in Brooklyn made an ef- 
fort to close up the glue and bone 
factories of Newtown Creek, the 
Peter Cooper Glue Company brought 
an action in the City Court for a man- 
damus restraining the city from in- 
terfering with its business. The trial 
lasted a couple of weeks, when Judge 
Van Wyck rendered a decision in 
favor of the company. He says: “Pro- 
vided the plaintiff discontinues the 
use of the settling pond and trans- 
ports its stock in properly closed 
carts, and ceases to use any putres- 
cent stock in its business, I think on 
the evidence the plaintiff is entitled 
to an injunction, as the issue was 
joined in this ease, and the evidence 
given therein before the act of the 
last Legislature was passed against 
bone boiling, &c. Ido not think the 
question of whether the plaintiffs busi- 
ness comes within the prohibition of 
that act was litizated in this action, 
and therefore do not pass on thay 
question.”’ 


The little town of Milburn, N. Y., 
and the surrounding country was 
shaken last Thursday by a terrific ex- 
plosion, which shook the houses and 
ground and caused terror to the in- 
habitants for several miles about, 
The explosion occurred at the Cellu- 
loid Zapon Works at Springfield. a 
mile anc a half south of Short Hills, 
and the concussion was heard as far 
away as the cities of Newark and 
Elizabeth, nine miles away. The 
works where the explosion took place 
are in ruins, and the houses near the 
factory are wrecked, while for a radius 
of two miles there is hardly a pane of 
glass unbroken, One man, a negro, 
employed in the mill, is missing. The 
factory is situated in a hollow about 
a mile from Short Hills. and is oper- 
ated by the Frederick Crane Chemica! 
Company of New York. The com- 
pany manufactured varnish and pat- 
ent brass and silver lacquers. 'The 
works included about twenty brick 
buildings, which were erected five 
years ago. Sincethen the works have 
been burned downthreetimes. About 
twenty men are employed in the fac- 
tory.

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Lightning on the 22d inst. struck 
and destroyed two 35,000 barrel oil 
tanks west of Olean, N. Y., the prop- 
erty of the National Transit Com- 
pany, setting them on fire. 


The ship Crown of England from 
Philadelphia, April 6, for Hiogo, has 
arrived at Batavia. She reports that 
she was obliged to jettison 250 cases of 
petroleum during a hutricane which 
she encountered or the passage. 


The Manhattan Oil Company’s 10,- 
000-barrel storage tank located near 
Cyguet, in Wood county, O., was 
struck by lightning during the storm 
last Wednesday. There were about 
7,500 barrels of oil in the tank, which 
proved a total loss. 


During the storm on the 22d inst., 
one of the oil tanks of the Eagle Re- 
fining Company, at Covan Point, N. 
J., was struck by lightning and im- 
mediately burst into flames. The fire 
brigade attached to the works was 
summoned, and by hard work sue 
ceeded in keeping the fire from 
spreading to the other tanks. The 
loss is about $2,500. 


An operator and contractor in Brad- 
ford has invented a process for equal- 
izing the strength of the reinsina 
set of jars. He claims that when jars 
break it is caused by the unequal 
length of the reins, thereby throwing 
the entire weight of the stem on one 
rein, which eventually gives way. 
His process consists in stretching the 
reins and allowing them to cool in 
the vise while being stretched. 


The Secretary of State is advised by 
the legation at Tokio that a plan is 
sail to have been adopted by a com- 
pany controlling the export of kero- 
sene from the Russian oil regions of 
Batoum, to ship the product in tank 
steamers to ports ot India, China, 
Japan, Java and Australia, and to 
deliver the same in reservoirs, and 
that these steamers will pass through 
the Suez Canal. This method of ship- 
ment will effect an important saving 
in transportation. 


During the prevalence of a thunder 
stormywhich swept over the South- 
western oil field last Wednesday, 
lightning struck tank No. 17, of the 
Southwest Pennsylvania Pipe Line 
Company, six miles from Washington. 
The tank contained 27,000 barrels of 
oil,and when it burst the fluid spread 
to twenty tanks in the vicinity, and 
soon all were afire. The heat was so 
intense thattrains could not approach 
within an eighth of amile of the scene. 
The loss is not known, but will be 
very heavy. 

Gettman & Wauke, who have been 
operating in the McDonald, McCurdy 
and Chartiers fields for the past two 
years, have recently developed some 
good gas territory in the extreme 
northeastern part of McCurdy. On 
the Burnett farm they have a gasser 
in the fourth sand which is good for 
over 100 pounds a minute. A fourth 
sand gasser is usually worth more 
than a gasser in any other sand, ow- 
ing to the staying qualities of the 
fourth sand gas, and Gettman & 
Wauke believe they have a little 
bonanza. 

An old-time gusher has been de- 
veloped a few hundred feet southeast 
of Noblestown. It is Greenlee & 
Forst’s No. 6,on the Marshail farm, 
and was reported to be making 70 
barrels an hour. The owners as well 
as the other operators in the locality 
were astonished at the size of the 
well. It is located about 500 feet 
south of the Panhandle, and a quar- 
ter of a mile southwest of Oakdale. 
North of itis the big Noblestown pool, 
while not over 150 feet northeast of it 
is a well on the Freeman property 
which is good for not more than 70 
barrels a day. It has been some time 
since a well of this size has been 
struck in the field. 


A locomotive on the switching 
tracks of the Cincinnati Southern 
Railway at Ludlow. Ky., last Tues- 
day, droppel a few coals of fire on 
powdered rosin on the track, which 
at once ignited and soon set in flames 
the storage warehouse of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company adjacent to the 
track. One warehouse was a wooden 
building 300 feet long, the other was 
of brick 100 feet long. Each was one 
story high. As nearly as can be 
learned, these warehouses contained 
20,000 to 25,000 barrels of rosin, 5,000 
barrelsof turpentine, and 3,000 bar- 
rels of benzine. In addition to the 
above, eight freight box cars, two 
tanks of turpentine, and 1,000 feet of 
the Cincinnati Southern siding was 
destroyed. 


The hourly gauges of the larger 
wells at McDonald at last accounts 
were as follows: Robb No. 3, Florence 
Oil Co., 25; Sinclair Oil Co.’s No. 1, 
30; Forst & Greenlee’s No. 3 MeMur- 
ray, 20; Woodland Oil Co.’s No. 2 
Crawford, 20; People’s Gas Co.’s Nc, 
148, 20; Oakdale Oil Co.’s No. 2 Mor- 
gan, 20; Forst & Greenlee’s No. 6 
Marshall. 50; Jennings, Guffey & 
Co.’s No. 7 Herron, 20. Total. 20,500, 

The triennial conclave of the 
Knights Templar, held at Denver, 
Col., was a successful and most en- 
joyable meeting. The Sir Knights 
there assembled took much pleasure 
in visiting the many points of inter- 
est and showed a marked apprecia- 
tion of the courtesy shown them by 
the manufacturers of that city. 
Among the plants visited was that of 
the Rocky Mountain Oil Co., at Over- 
ton, near Pueblo, where they showed 
a lively interest in the manufacture 
of illuminating and lubricating oils 
from Colorado crude petroleum. the 
working of the pipe line from Flor- 
ence, ete. The officers of the com- 
pany at Pueblo and Denver were also 
visited. The Sir Knights voted Colo- 
rado oil a success as refined by the 
Rocky Mountain Oil Co., the finished 
products eliciting the highest com- 
mendation. 


Early on the morning of the 23d 
inst. the Tidewater Oil Company of 
Bayonne lost over $100,000 by fire. 
The property destroyed consisted of a 
large three-story wooden storehouse 
near the Kill von Kull River, and the 
Port Johnsonf{coal dock. The build- 
ing contained over 2,000 barrels of 
paraffine wax ready for shipment and 
about 20,000 empty barrels. Nothing 
in the building was saved. The strong 
wind fanned the flames and blew 
large pieces of burning wax toward 
the river. Two long piers caught fire, 
one of which was burned to the 
water's edge, and the other was al- 
most destroyed. Burning wax floated 
on the water and was shot upinto the 
airin spiral columns, and menaced 
other property owned by the Tide 
Water and the Standard Oil com. 
panies at a short distance to the 
North. The fire started in the mid- 
dle of the warehouse, which burned 
like a tinder-box. It is believed that 
lightning started the fire. 


When petroleum is stored in bulk 
either in a tank steamer or in large 
tanks on shore some means has to be 
provided to allow the oil to expand 
when the temperature rises _Hither- 
to all such appliances have had the 
great drawback of admitting air to 
the tank on the subsequent contrac. 
tion of the oil. This disadvantage 
has led the manager of the Central 
Engine Works, England, to devise 
some safer apparatus which will pre- 
vent all access of air. He builds a 
series of vertical cylindrical domes 
on the top of the tanks, and fits pis- 
tons within them. The piston rods 
project upward through the top of 
the domes, and are quite free to move 
upanddown. The pistons rest on 
the surface of the oil, and rise and 
fall on its expansion and contraction. 
They never let any air pass below 
them when the temperattre falls, 
and thus there is never any space 
over the oil to be occupied by air or 
petroleum vapor. 


A riot took place on the farm of 
Peter Nitch, near Johnstown, Pa.,a 
few days ago. _Nitch objected to the 
Cresent Pipe Line Company laying 
pipes through his farm because of a 
violation ofa contract. When the fore- 
man with a gang of workmen at- 
tempted to lay the pipes, the farmer's 
wife appeared with four of her sons, 
each armed with a shotgun, the old 
lady herself having a revolver in her 
belt. She defied the foreman to put a 
foot on her ground, and said she 
would kill the first one who did. Supt. 
Cole heard of the trouble and tried to 
reasop with her, when she struck him 
a blow on the neck knocking him to 
the ground. A truce was declared, 
and the workmen moved to another 
spot, but two hours after returned to 
another point on the farm. At the 
same time the constables appeared 
with warrants for the arrest of all 
the Nitch family, sworn out by the 
superintendent, charging them with 
riot. They were all taken ten miles 
away to a justice’s office, where Mrs. 
Nitch was put under heavy bail for 
court. Meantime a large force of 
men were put to work and by the 
time the old lady and her sons re 
turned the pipes had _ been laid 
through the farm. Mrs. Nitch had 
also entered suit against Mr. Cole. 
the superintendent, for riot, but when 
she became aware of the state of af- 
fairs, all suits were withdrawn, Mr. 
Cole paying the costs, 
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J. CUMMINGS JOHNSON. 


The sad intelligence reached us by 
telegraph, early in the week tbat Mr. 
J. Cummirvgs Johnson had _ suc- 
cumbed to the disease with which he 
was attacked two weeks ago, and that 
he passed away peacefully on the day 
on which the telegram was dated. 
Some days prior to his death Mr. 
Johnson was subjected to an attack 
of acute indigestion, and notwith- 
standing unremitting efforts were 
made he _ failed to rally, and 
on Monday last a complete col- 
lapse intervened, and _ although 
skilled physicians exerted them- 
selves to the utmost, he was not able 
to withstand the severity of the 
ordeal. 

After having acquired a thorough 
business education, and spending the 
best years of his life in a number of 
pursuits, Mr. Johnson reached Mem- 
phis twenty-five years ago. For 
some time prior to that he had been 
closely identified with the cottonseed 
oil interests, and was thoroughly 
familiar with the various processes of 
manufacture, matket conditions and 
all else that goes to make up a suc- 
cessful merchant in this line of trade. 
On arriving in Memphis, Mr. John- 
son at once identified himself with the 
cottonseed oil interests of that city. 
He was the organizer of the Hope 
Cottonseed Oil Mill which subse- 
quently passed under the control of 
the American Cotton Oil Co. ‘ 

The philanthropic side of his nature 
found expression in the the establish- 
ment of the Hope night school in 
Memphis, to whose support he was a 
liberal contributor. He was an advo- 
cate of energetic legislation against 
the liauor traffic, and at one time was 
a candidate for the office of Gov- 
ernor of Tennessee on the prohibi- 
tion ticket. That wes in 1886. After 
the Hope mill changed hands Mr. 
Johnson projected the establishment 
of another enterprise of the same 
kind, but deferred putting his pro 
ject into operation, and his death 
cuts short any further efforts in that 
direction. : 

Mr. Johnson was born in Franklin, 
O., in 1828, and, consequently, at the 
time of his death was in his 64th year. 
He was twice married, and leaves a 
family of several grown children 
among whomis Mr. E. L. Johnson, 
who is engaged in the cottonseed oil 
business in this city. Mr. Johnson 
was a prominent citizen of Memphis, 
and owned considerable property 
there. 

The funeral took place on Wednes- 
day last, the interment being in Elm- 
wood Cemetary, Memphis. A large 
number of friends and acquaintances 
attended the funeral, and telegrams 
expressing condolence were sent 
by members of the trade in this city 
to his bereaved family. 


SELAH VAN DUZER. 


The death of Selah Van Duzer oc- 
curred recently at Watkins, N. Y. 
Mr. Van Duzer was born on April 
19th, 1851, on Staten Island. is 
grandfather, Selah Van Duzer, after 
whom he was named, was for a lon 
time the president of the Nationa 
Exchange Bauk. His father, S. R. 
Van Duzer, has always been in the 
drug business. Selah Van Duzer was 
educated in the New York public 
schools and by private tutors. In 
1868 he spent a year in the store of 
John R. Gorham, druggist, of New- 
burg, N. Y. In 1869 he came to New 
York and joined his fatherin the drug 
business. On the ist of January, 
1886, his father, S. R. Van Duzer, re- 
tired from business and Selah Van 
Duzer became the senior general 
partner, D. S. Sears and James Miller, 
with S. R. Van Duzer as special part- 
ner, constituting the firm of Van 
Duzer & Co. In the spring of 1889 
Selah Van Duzer’s health began to 
fail, and he went abroad, thinking 
that a year’s traveling would build up 
his health; but although he had the 
best medical treatment and advice, 
he did not improve, and returned to 
this country in April, 1890. Soon 
after his departure to Europe the 
firm of Van Duzer & Co. was dis- 
solved and the general drug business 
given up, S. R. Van Duzer continu 
ing certain branches of the business. 
After Selah Van Duzer’s return from 
abroad, his health gradually failed, 
although during his residence in the 
country, being unconnected with any 
business, he was able to enjoy per- 
fect rest, and hoped that his health 








would be sufficiently restored to ad- 
mit of his returning to business. He 
resided during the last year of his 
life at his cottage at Watkins, N, Y., 
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where up to almost the day of his 
death he was in the habit of enjoying 
daily drives, his horses being his 
chief source of amusement. It was 
oow t he might recover his lost 
health, but it was not to be, for four 
days prior to his death he had astroke 
of paralysis, from which he never re- 
gained consciousness. The remains 
were taken to Newburg and the fu- 
neral services held at Rozenhof, the 
residence of his father. The inter- 
ment took place at Greenwood Cem- 
etery. Brooklyn, the following day. 
Mr. Van Duzer was for many years & 
familiar figure to members of the 
drug trade, by whom he will be sin- 
cerely missed. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


The Plan of the German Bromine Syn- 
dicate. 


The “bromine war,’’ which grew 
out of what the German syndicate 
claims was the violation on the part 
of the National Bromine Co. of their 
agreement with the former concern 
not toship any bromides to Europe 
(it also being understood that the for- 
eign manufacturers should adhere to 
the same rule regarding the Ameri- 
can market), has developed a new 
phase which cannot but prove inter- 
esting to American manufacturers. 
This new condition in the warfare 18 
the proposed establishment of a plant 
here in America for the manufacture 
by the German combination of bro- 
mides, from their own crude material, 
which is admitted tothe United States 
free of duty. With a plant in Amer- 
ica the German manufacturers will 
be enabled to sell their bromiaes much 
cheaper than heretofore, and hope 
thus to be in a position to wage war 
even more bitterly than at present. 

A representative of the RrPORTER 
-alled on Mr, Jacobsohn, who repre- 
sents the Germant Bromine Syndicate 
of Stassfurt, and who has forsome time 
been in the United States to arrange 
the preliminaries necessary to the un- 
dertakingin hand. Relative to what 
had been already done and what the 
German syndicate expected in the 
near future to accomplish. Mr. 
Jacobsohn said that When the Amer- 
ican combination first_violated their 
agreement with the German manu- 
facturers, the latter retaliated by 
sending bromide over here and un- 
derselling the American Manufactur- 
ers. But in order to savethe duty ef 
25% the idea of establishing a plant 
for the manufacture of bromides in 
the United States was conceived. 
Mr. Jacobsohn said that the scheme 
was so far advancedthat the choice 
of a site for the new works 
was all that now remained to be 
accomplished prior to commencing 
work. He said he was on the eve 
of depariure to Germany, having in 
mind five or six suitable locations for 
the plant, and as soon as the German 
Bromine Syndicate has decided upon 
the most desirable of these, work will 
be begun. The work, he said, will 
be very simple and inexpensive, it 
being merely necessary to transform 
bromine to bromide by crystallization. 
This work requires neither an elabor- 
ate plant nor skilled iabor. 

Mr. Jacobsohn thinks that the fight 
will grow more bitter as soon 
as the work of § wmanufactur- 
ing begins. Prices will not only be 
lowered here, but also abroad, where 
the prices will be put down to a level 
with those ruling in the American 
market, thus shutting off the possi- 
bility of American manufacturers 
getting any advance on export orders. 
In this way the German manufac- 
turers are prepared to carry on the 
war to the end.

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To Test the Purity of Zine White. 


Perfectly pure zinc white in a dry 
powder will dissolve completely in 
sulphuric acid without effervescence. 
The purity of zinc white in oil may be 
tested in that way by the painter, 
after burning out the oil by means of 
his blast lamp, on an iron spoon or 
ladle. Take of the zine a piece about 
the bulk of a pea, place it in the 
center of the spoon and direct the 
blast on it until it is burned white and 
perfectly dry. This will leave a white 
cinder. This white cinder should then 
be crushed to a fine powder and 
dropped into a glass of diluted sul- 
phuric acid, say one part of ordinar 
sulphuric acid to ten parts water. If 
the powder be fine and very little be 
dropped in at a time, it will, if pure, 
dissolve completely before reaching 
the bottom, and without any efferves- 
cence. If there be any effervescence, 
it indicates the presence of whiting, 
which will fall as sulphate of lime, 
which is, however, sparingly soluble: 
barytes is insoluble, and considerable 
adulteration of terra alba is not read- 
ily soluble ; clay is insoluble. 

It should be understood that this 
test will not show anything more than 
whether a zinc be a pure oxide of zine 
or not; it will not determine the 
actual quality of the zine, or whether 
it is made by the French or American 
process.

Adulteration of Drugs in Canada. 


Our friends across the border must 
bein avery bad way, judging from 
the following editorialin the Canad- 
ian Journal of Commerce, which gives 
the impression that pure foods and 
drugs are difficult to obtain in the 
Dominion: 

As the ingenuity of man increases, 
it is quite natural that such develop- 
ment of skill, and knowledge should 
be accompanied by the same propor- 
tion of evil as existed in the applica- 
tion of those powers when they were 
in a lower stage of development. 

There is no ‘‘moral chemical’’ avail- 
able for the use of men, which, being 
injected into life, can precipitate, or 
evaporate those elements of wrong, 
which we should gladlysee dispersed 
and annihilated. 

Although the history of adultera- 
tion goes further back than the lan- 
guage whence it is derived, it is now 
practiced with a skill greater than in 
past days, commensurate with the ad- 
vance of chemical knowledge and me- 
chanical ingenuity. 

There is hardly a product now 
made which is not adulterated in some 
form, that is, so prepared as to be 
something inferior to what it is repre- 
sented to be, for, by whatever process 
the qualities of goods are falsitied, by 
that process they are adulterated. 

We believe that no form of this mis- 
chief is so reprehensible, none cer- 
tainly in which the border of crime is 
so nearly reached, if itis not passed, 
as is the adulteration of drugs, espec- 
ially those used as medicines. Phy- 
sicians have informed us of various 
disasters to the sick having arisen 
from the administration of defective 
chemicals. 

A drug, say, is given of a supposed 
degree of strength ; life or death,hang 
upon its efficacy. A physician watch- 
ing its effect with anxiety, at times, 
has been baffled at his calculations 
being so astray, owing to the drug be- 
ing adulterated. 

That seems on the face of it a crim- 
inal offence. The worst of it is, that 
when standards of strength are de. 


parted from, the administrations of 
medicines to the sick becomes uncer- 
tain. The drugs made up from a pre- 
scription may be pure, or may not 
and if not pure, the extent of 
their adulteration is not known, thus 
the doctor is working largely in the 
dark. contending with uncertainties 
which baffle his skill: prolong the suf- 
ferings of his patients, and endanger 
their lives. 

There are, however, a large number 
of drugs that have no such serious 
uses. Almost all drugs, and many 
chemicals, can now be bought of dif- 
ferent qualities and purity. As Arte- 
mus Ward said of his opinions, ‘“‘if 
they don’t suit they can be changed,”’ 
so, if the vendor of drugs and chem- 
icals finds his prices stand in the way 
of sales, he can change them by lower- 
ing the qualities and purity of what 
he has to sell. 

For instance take glycerine, the 
best should be sp. gr. 1260, and 
doubled distilled, whereas a large pro- 
portion of what is imported and sold 
is below the standard. Glycerine is 
mixed with glucose; a vicious lower- 
ing of its quality. A case is known to 
us of a preparation of this article 
having been imported direct from a 
leading chemist’s store in London, 
Eng., for some years by one who is 
unhappily, compelled to use it freely, 
this having become necessary, be- 
cause of the adulterated article being 
sold so generally in Canada. 

“Citrate of iron and quinine’’ ought 
to contain the percentages of citrate 
quinine prescribed by the Pharmaco- 
poia. Yet large quantities are im- 
ported and dispensed, containing only 
ten per cent. of the medical ingred- 
ients. In appearance and taste the 
true and the false article can hardly 
be distinguished. Since quinine has 
fallen in price this abuse has moder- 
ated. 

Otherinstances are, ‘best salad oil ;’’ 
this is mixed with cottonseed oil,— 
which is a pleasant thought for lov- 
ers of a good salad. This also has led 
to importations direct from Europe, 
by persons who have lost confidence 
in what is sold here. ‘Castile soap,” 
which many house-wives regard as 
the purest of all soaps, is loaded with 
china clay. This we presume is a 
practice based on the doctrine that, 
“like cures like,’ for clay is mere 
dirt, which soap is used to cleanse 
away. 

As to “essential oils,’’ they are es- 
pecially susceptible of adulterations; 
consequently these goods can be 
bought at all prices, in the same way 
that whisky can; the range being reg- 
ulated according to the proportion of 
water with which it is adulterated. 

The mixing of pale seal oil with cod 
liver oil is revolting as it must be in- 
jurious to the medicinal value of that 
product. Cod liver oil is used both as 
physic and food; upon it life can be 
sustained, by absorption through the 
skin, when the stomach declines to do 
its office. Imagine a sick person hav- 
ing a sponge soaked in seal oii put in 
the arm pit, and quietly sliding down 
to the grave. owing to this inhuman 
form of adulteration! Other goodsof 
the drug class comprise opium, which 
is largely made up of foreign matter, 
very deficient in morphine, cream of 
tartar, mixed with rice fiourand china 
clay; creosote, largely made up of 
carbolic acid; insect powder,—war- 
ranted to do no harm to insects; ess- 
ential oil of wintergreen, used for 
flavoring candies, &c., is made up 
without the trace of wintergreen: 
otto, or atta of roses, is often mixed 
with oil of geranium. 

The list could be extended. 

We are well aware that there are 
houses who, as far as possible, avoid 
keeping adulterated goods, but in 
competition with less honorable firms 
they have no chance, when prices can 
be fixed to suit buyers who care noth- 
ing about quality.

Manufacture of Vegetable Oils. 


BY CONSUL TRAIL, OF MAR- 


SEILLES, 


REPORT 


From the remotest antiquity Mar- 
seilles has been the emporium, not 
only of the oils of the province, but 
also of those produced by Italy, 
Spain, the African coast, Greece, 
and Turkey. 

The olive tree is cultivated in the 
following departments of France: 
Alpes-Maritimes, Var, 
Rhone, Gard, Heralt, Aude, Pyrenees- 
Orienales, Vaucluse, Basses-Alpes, 
Drome, and Ardeche. A district of 
152,256 hectares is taken up with its 
cultivation, The tctal production is

estimated at 39,912,000 liters, repre 

senting a value of 61,065,000 francs, 

Of this quantity part is consumed 

within the district producing the oil, 

the rest being sent into the interior 
of France or exported to neighboring 
countries and the colonies. 

The import trade in oleaginous 
seeds is very considerable, the total 
quantity of the different kinds im- 
ported during the year 1890 being 
nearly 3,500,000 metric quintals. The 
exact figures of the different kinds of 
seeds imported during that year are 
shown in the following table, which 
is taken from the official statistics 
published by the chamber of com- 
merce at Marseilles.

the quantity imported during 1890 
being 20,000,000 kilograms. 

The most important importation of 
seeds, etc., consists of peanuts, by 
far the larger quantity of which ar. 
rive shelled, only about one-fifth of 
the total number imported having 
the shells on. This product comes, 
for the most part, from India and 
Africa. Afterwards,in order of im- 
portance, as shown by the quantity 
imported, come cocoanutf and palm 
nuts, sesame from Iidia and Afriea, 
cotton seed, shelled peanuts, culti- 
vated and wild rape seed, sesame 
from the Levant and final finally lin- 
seed. 

The official records of this city 
show that during 1890 there has been 
an increase of importation as com- 
ared with 1889 of sesame from the 

evant, shelled and whole peanuts, 
linseed, cultivated and wild rape seed 
cotton seed, poppies, palm nuts, and 
a few other kinds, prinzipally Niger, 
while a falling off has been shown in 
the case of sesame from India aid 
Africa, castor beans, pulgheria, cocoa. 
nut, mowrahs, and a few other kinds. 
The difference between the increase 
and diminution in the importation of 
these various kinds show a net in- 
crease of 232,550 quintals during 1890, 
as appears in table herewith, while 
the amount of seed in warehouses at 
Marseilles at the end of 1890 exceeded 
the quantity so stored at the end of 
1885 by 43,450 quintals.

The method followed in extracting 
the oil from the various seeds im- 
ported at Marseilles, the cost of im- 
portation, the uses to which the oils 
are put, and the use made of the resi- 
duum are as follows: 

SESAME, 

Levant sesame.—This is objected 
to three pressings, the seed being cold 
in the first two, but heated for the 
third, in order to allow of more oil be- 
ing extracted. Before being pressed 
at all the seed is thoroughly tritur- 
ated, to allow the oil to come away 
more readily under pressure. In the 
first pressing from 30 to 32 per cent of 
oil is obtained, and this oil is sold ‘at 
from 90 to 96 francs per 100 kilograms 
for table consumption. The seed is 
now thoroughly triturated again, a 
little water—about one ortwo per cent 
—being added, and, being again put 
under pressure, yields from 9 to 10 

er cent of oil of a quality slightly in. 
erior to the first, but which is still 
quite good enough for eating pur- 

oses. The price of this oil varies 

rom 70 to 73 francs per 100 kilograms, 
After being removed from the press 
the seed is once more thoroughly tri- 
turated, and from 2 to 4 per cent. of 
water is added to it, after which it is 
heated to a temperature of from 70° to 
80° 0. The oil that now comes away 
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is of very inferior quality to that ob- 
tained by the first two pressings, and 
in quantity is from 10 to 11 per cent. 
of the seed originally put into the 
press, This oil is sold at from 49 to 
51 franes per 100 kilograms, and is 
used in the manufacture of soap. 
The residuum is made into oil cakes, 
which are used for feeding cattle, and 
are sold at from 12 to 13 francs per 
100 kilograms. The cost of trans 
porting this seed to Marseilles is from 
10 to 15 franes per ton of 1,000 kilo- 
grams, 

Indian and African sesame.—This 
seed, like the sesame from the Levant 
is subjected to three pressings, in the 
first two of which the seed is cold and 
in the third heated. The oil yielded 
in the first pressing is not 80 great as 
in the former quality of seed, the 
amount being from 27 to 28 per cent. 
of the weight of seed pressed; and it 
is greatly inferior in quality, being 
sold at from 62 to 75 francs per 100 
kilograms. It is used, according to 
quality, either for table purposes or 
for lamp oil. After being triturated 
again, and having from 1 to 2 per 
cent. of water added, the seed is again 
pressed, and yields from 9 to 10 per 
cent. of oil of a quality slightly 
inferior to the first. and which, 
like it. is destined either for 
eating purposes or for lamp comsump- 
tion. ‘This oil is sold at prices rang- 
ing from 60 to 62 franes per 100 kilo- 
grams. The seed, after being mixed 
with 2 to 4 per cent. of its weight of 
water and heated to 70° or 80° C., is 
subjected to the third and last pres- 
sure, from which 8 or 9per cent of oil 
is obtained, which is sold at from 49 
to 51 franes per 100 kilograms, and is 
used in the manufacture of soap. The 
residuum is made into oil cakes 
(‘‘tourteaux ’’), which are used for 
feeding cattle and also as fertilizer. 
These oil cakes are not quite so good 
in quality as those formed from the 
residuum cf the sesame from the 
Levant. They are sold at from 11 to 
12 franes per 100 kilograms. The cost 
of transporting this seed to Marseilles 
from the countries of its origin is 
from 30 to 35 frances per ton of 1,000 
kilograms. 

; SHELLED PEANUTS. 

These nuts are subjected to two 
pressings, the seed being first tritu- 
rated and then heated to between 7u 
and 80°C. Itis to be noted that the 
treatment of this product differs from 
that to which the sesame is subjected, 
in that peanuts are not pressed cold 
at all, but have to bo heated even for 
the first pressing. 

The yield of oil arising from the 
first pressing is about 50 per cent. of 
the seed crushed. ‘It is used in the 
manufacture of soap, and also for 
lubricating purposes, and is sold at 
the rate of 50 franes per 100 kilograms, 

POPPY SEED. 

Poppy seed is pressed twice cold and 
then heated and pressed once more. 
The seed is first thoroughly triturated, 
and yields in the first pressing 22 per 
cent. of its weight in oil. This oil is 
worth 72 frances per 100 kilograms, and 
is used for table purposes and also to 
a very considerable extent in the 
manufacture of fine paints. After 
being crushed a second t’me and hav- 
ing 1 or 2 per cent. of water added, 
the seed is pressed again, when 10 per 
cent. more oil is obtained, which is 
used, like the first, for table purposes 
and tor making oil paints, and also 
for burning. ‘This oil sells at 60 francs 
per 100 hilograms. The seed being 
crushed again, mixed with about 3 
per cent. of its weight of water and 
heated to a temperature of from 70° to 
80° C., gives forth in the third pressing 
7 per cent. of its weight in oil, which 
is used almost exclusively in the 
manufacture of soap, ana is sold at 
50 franes per 100 kilograms. The re- 
siduum is made into oil cake and is 
sold at 11 to 11.50 frances per 1v0 kilo- 
grams. This oil cake is used for fer- 
tilizing purposes. The cost of ship- 
ping this seed to Marseilles is from 30 
to 35 francs per ton of 1,000 kilograms. 


LINSEED. 


Linseed is subjected to two press- 
ings, in the first of which the seed is 
cold and in the seeond heated. The 
yield of oil in the first pressing is 22 
per cent. of the weight of the seed, 
and the oil obtained is used for table 
purposes, being sold at from 62 to 63 
frances per 100 kilograms. After being 
triturated a second time—it having 
been triturated as usual before the 
first pressing—the seed receives the 
usual addition of about 2 per cent. of 
its weight of water, and is heated to a 
temperature of from 70° to 80° C., and 
is afterwards again placed in the press, 
when it gives forth 10 per cent. of its 
weight in oil of an inferior quality, 
which is chiefly used in the manufac- 


ture of soap. The residuum is made 
into oil cakes, which are of superior 
quality to those produced in the press- 
ing of any other kind of seed. They 
are used for feeding cattle, and are 
sold at from 16 to 17 francs per 100 
kilograms. The cost of transporting 
linseea to Marseilles is from 30 to 35 
francs per ton of 1,000 kilograms. 
CULTIVATED RAPE SEED. 

This seed is pressed twice, once cold 
and once heated. It is in the first 
place thoroughly triturated. The 
first pressing affords 22 per cent. of 
oil, whieh is sold at the rate of 65 
francs per 100 kilograms for lamp cil. 
After being mixed with from 2 to 4 
per cent. of water and heated to 70° or 
80° C., 12 or 13 per cent of oil of an in- 
ferior quality is extracted, which is 
used in the manufacture of soap, and 
is sold at 50 francs per 100 kilograms. 

Oil cake is made from the residuum, 
and is sold for feeding cattle at 10 
franes per 100 kilograms. The cost of 
importing rape seed at Marseilles from 
the countries where it is grown if from 
30 to 35 francs per ton of 1,000 kilo- 
grams. 

WILD RAPE SEED. 


Wild rape seed is triturated and 
heated before being put under the 
press. The first pressing results in a 
yield of about 14 per cent. of oil, which 
is sold for mixing purposes at the rate 
of 53 to 54 franes per 100 kilograms. 
The second pressing, after the usual 
trituration, addition of 2 to 4 percent. 
of water, and reheating to 70° or 80 
C., gives forth 8 per cent of oil in ad- 
dition, which, being of slightly infer- 
ior quality to the oil first obtained, is 
sold at 50 francs per 100 kilograms, 
and is used for making soap. 

As in the case of most of the other 
oils mentioned in this report, the re- 
siduum goes to make oil cake, which 
is used as a fertilizer. 

This seed does not cost as much for 
transport as those hitherto mentioned 
(sesame from the Levant excepted). 
It is shipped to Marseilles at a cost 
varying between 20 and 25 francs per 
ton of 1,000 kilograms. 

CASTOR BEANS, 


Castor beans are subjected to two 
pressings, after first being thoroughly 
triturated. In the first pressing the 
seed is cold, and the yield obtained is 
about 30 per cent. of the weight of the 
seed. This oil, which is used exten- 
sively for medicinal purposes, is sold 
at an average price of 65 francs per 
100 kilograms. Theseed, being tritu- 
rated, watered and heated, as de- 
scribed above, yields in the second 
pressing from 8 to 10 per cent. of an 
oil inferior to that first obtained, and 
is sold at 58 francs per 100 kilograms. 
This oil is generally used for lubrica- 
ting machinery. 

The residuum is formed into oil 
cakes, which are used for fertilizing 

urposes, and are sold at 9 to 9.50 

rancs per kilograms. 

The cost of transportation to Mar- 
seilles is from 30 to 35 francs per ton 
of 1,000 kilograms, 

EGYPTIAN COTTON SEED. 

The seed is thoroughly triturated 
and then pressed twice. In the first 
pressing it is cold, and it yields from 
10 to 12 per cent. of its weight in oil. 
This oil is destined for table purposes, 
and especially for mixing with olive 
oil, as it is perfectly tasteless; and 
for this reason many people also 
avail themselves of it for frying. It 
It is sold at from 80 to 90 francs per 
100 kilograms. 

The oil—from 8 to 10 per cent. of 
the seed in quantity—obtained in the 
second pressing, after the usual re- 
grinding, watering and heating, is of 
very inferior quality, and does not 
bring a higher price than about 50 
francs per 100 kilograms. It 1s out of 
the question to use this oil for eating 
purposes (nor can any of the ‘“thuiles 
a fabrique,”’ or oils obtained after the 
seed has been heated, been used for 
this purpose), and it is accordingly 
utilized for the mauufacture of soup. 

The residuum is made into oil 
cakes, which are sold at 10 francs per 
100 kilograms for feeding cattle and 
for fertilizing purposes. 

The charges for the importation of 
Egyptian cotton seed into Marseilles 
are very low, not being above 10 to 11 
franes per ton of 1,000 kilograms. 


NIGER. 


Niger is first triturated and then 
pressed cold. The yield is about 18 
per cent. of the seed, and the oil so 
obtained is sold at an average price 
of about 65 francs per 100 kilograms 
for mixing purposes 

After being re-ground, watered, and 
heated as before described, a further 
yield of 14 per cent. is obtained, the 
oil which comef away being used for 
soap making, for which purpose it is 


sold at 50 franes per 100 kilagrams, 


The residuum, as in the case of the 
other seeds, is made into oil cakes, 
which are sold as fertilizers for about 
9.50 franes per 100 kilograms. 


PULGHERITIA, 


After trituration it is heated before 
being pressed. The first pressing 
results in a yield of 20 per cent, of 
oil, which is used in the manufacture 
of soap, After being triturated again, 
and then watered and heated as usual, 
10 to 12 per cent more oil is obtained, 
which is nearly as good as the first, 
and is destined for the same use. 
The cost of the oil of the first press- 
ing is 53 francs and that of the sec- 
ond from 52 to 53 francs per 100 kilo- 
grams. 

It will be noticed that when seed is 
not pressed cold at all, but is heated 
for both the first and second press- 
ings, the values of the oils resulting 
from both these are nearly the same. 

The residuum is made into oil 
cakes, which are used as fertilizer. 

COCOANUTS. 

Cocoanuts are pressed twice. being 
heated and triturated for each presa- 
ing. The total yield of oil is from 62 
to 64 per cent, and it is sold for soap- 
making at a cost of from 45 to 48 
franes per 100 kilograms. 

The residuum is made into oil cakes 
which are sold as food for cattle at a 
cost of 11 to 13 franes per 100 kilo- 
grams. 

PALM NUTS, 

Palm nuts are pressed twice, being 
triturated and heated for each press- 
ing. The total yield is from 38 to 42 
per cent of the weight of nuts pressed, 
and the oil is sold at 50 frances per 100 
kilograms, and is used solely in the 
manufacture of soaps. 

The residuum is made into oil cakes 
of an inferior quality, which are used 
as food for pigs. 

NOWRAH, 


This seed is treated with two press- 
ings, and has to be triturated and 
heated each time before being pressed. 

The total quantity of oil obtained is 
from 37 to 41 per cent of the weight of 
seed pressed, and is sold at the rate of 
55 to 60 franes per 100 kilograms, for 
the manufacture of stearin, 

The residuum is made into oil 
eakes, which are of a poor quality, 
and are sold at 3 to 4 franes per 100 
kilograms for manure. 

OIL FACTORY STATISTICS, 

In order to give some idea of the 
importance of the oil industry here, 
and the position it occupies relative 
tothe other chief industries of the 
town,the following table is submitted. 
It is taken from a report on the com- 
merce of Marseilles, and shows the 
ten most important industries, as in- 
dicated by the number of hands em- 
ployed. Where possible, the figurev 
of the exportation of the respectiv 
goods have been annexed.

MANUFACTURE, 

In the system of presses at present 
in use in Marseilles the following is 
the process of manufacture for oil: 

The seeds are first put in amill, 
where they are thoroughly triturated 
by means of two upright stones or 
rollers, the object of this process be- 
ing to allow the oil to be more readily 
expressed. The seed so crushed is 
then divided into several fiexible 
sacks or baskets made of esparto 
grass and horsehair, and called in 
French ‘‘scourtins,’’ and these are 
placed one under another, with plates 
of iron between them, in the press 
When pressure is applied, the oil 
forces its way through the baskets 
and flows down their exterior surface 
into a receptacle placed below the 
press for the purpose of receiving it. 
Often befure the pressing is termin- 
ated the action of the press has to be 
stopped, owing to some of the scour- 
tins being pressed more on one side 
than on the other, so that they have 
to be readjusted before the operation 
ean be continued. Care. 1 oreover, 
has to be taken not to exceed a pres- 
sure of 250 kilograms per square cen- 
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timeter, equal (roughly) to 31% cwts. 
eel square inch, as the scourtins will 
urst if strained to a higher extent. 


ESTRAYER’S CYLINDER. 


I have alluded at some — to 
the system of pressing actually in 
use for the purpose of comparing it 
with a new system of oil press in- 
vented in Marseilles, for which a 
United States patent has been ap- 
plied for. s 

This invention consists of a cylinder 
for olive oil presses, presenting the 
double advantage of (1) doing away 
with the ‘“‘scourtins” or horsehair 
sacks, which are replaced by screens 
of the same substance, by means of 
which the inventor claims that an 
economy of as much as 80 or 90 per 
cent. may be realized; (2) a yield of 
oil highly superior to that obtained 
by all systems of presses employed 
up to now. é ' 

The cylinder above mentioned is 
fixed on to a cast-iron frame, sup- 
ported on flanged wheels, by means 
of which it can be run on to a truck, 
and this truck runs a track before 
the presses. By this means the cyl- 
inder can be run on to the truck, the 
truck moved till it be opposite any 
one of the presses, aud the cylinder 
run off under the press for the pur- 
pose of pressure being exerted. — 

In cross section the cylinder is 0oc- 
tugonal on the inside and cireu- 
lar on the outside, and is com- 
posed of eight separate segments of 
steel, which mneet with beveled edges, 
and on their outer circular surface 
present a series of inclined planes in 
such a manner that when the pressure 
of the grains is terminated an ex- 
terior steel case, which on its interior 
or concave side is cut in surfaces to 
correspond witb the inclined planes 
on the exterior of the segments, must 
be raised vertically by means of the 
cogwheel turned by a handle, the 
handle acting on the cogwheel by 
means of an endless screw. This cog- 
wheel takes into four pinions which 
cause four rods to ascead or descend, 
these rods having a screw turned on 
their extremity, which is acted on by 
a female screw on the exterivr of the 
pinions. These four rods are bolted 
to the exterior of the case and raise it 
with them till its top is level with thet 
of the cylinder, namely, the outer 
case will be raised 15 millimeters, or 
about three-fourths of an inch. When 
the outer case is in this position the 
eight segments comprising the cylin- 
der, being no longer in contact with 
the outer case, will fall slightly apart, 
and the plates and hair screens neces- 
sary for the fabrication of the oil cake, 
as well as the oil cakes themselves, 
will be easily extracted from the top 
of the cylinder. The chief feature of 
the invention consists of the system 
of inclined planes running circularly 
round tne interior of the outer case 
and acting on the corresponding in- 
clined planes on the exterior of the 
segments forming the cylinder for the 
purpose of tightening them before 
the oil cakes are pressed, and subse 
quently allowing these segments to 
be loosened, so that the oil cukes, 
iron plates and hair screens may be 
removed without difficulty or friction. 
The inventor has reserved to himself 
the right of raising the outer case for 
allowing the segments to fall slightly 
apart, either by hydraulic pistons or 
by excentrics, wedges or cams, 

On each of the beveled faces form- 
ing the side of the segments of the 
eylinder thereis asemi-circular groove 
running from top to bottom of each 
of the said beveled faces; and the 
segments being brought close to. 
gether, the semi-circular grooves come 
opposite one another and form eight 
circular conduits running from top to 
bottom of the cylinder between the 
ee. 

he inner face of each of the seg- 
ments (i. e., the forming one of the 
eight sides of the interior of the cylin- 
der) is grooved with parallel channels, 
which slope downwards from a line 
drawn down the middle of the inner 
face of the segment to its outer edge, 
where they fall into the conduit be- 
tween the beveled faces. Over these 
sloping channels there is placed a ser- 
ies of steel plates, these plates being 
5 millimeters wide and 5 millimeters 
thick and running from top to bot- 
tom of the cylinder, completely lining 
its inner surface. The plates slide in 
grooves at the top and bottom of the 
segments, i. ¢., those next the beveled 
edges. are, in addition, held by screws 
at intervals from top to bottom. The 
sides of these plajes are beveled, and 
they are placed close side by side all 
round the interior of the cylinder, 
with a space between them of not 
more than one-fourth of a millimeter 
or thereabouts. 

When the apparatus is under pres- 
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sure the oil equeezed out of the olea- 


passes between the 
steel plates, falls into the sloping 
grooves behind them, and flows 
through these into the upright con- 
duits between the beveled faces, 
which convey it into a recepticle, this 
receptacle being provided with a 
draw-up tap. 

In order that the sloping channels 
and the steel plates in front of them 
may be cleaned without taking the 
cylinder to pieces, a sliding piece has 
been provided, which is placed in the 
center of the grooved plate holding 
the upper ends of the steel plates in 
each segment, this sliding piece being 
held in its place by means of a sunk 
screw. On removing this sliding 
piece a hole is disclosed, through 
which the steel plates may be taken 
one af.er another, thus leaving the 
sloping channels bare. 

The chief features of the invention 
will be seen on a short inspection of 
plans 4 and 8 and paragraphs 3 and 6 
below, of the manner of working Es- 
trayer’s press, und may be summar- 
ized as follows: The invention con- 
sists of two cylinders, one inside the 
other, of which the outer acts upon 
the inner by means of a series of in- 
clined plaues, the inner cylinder being 
composed of eight segments, which 
either close up tight together or sep- 
arate slightly, according as pressure 
is exercised or removed by the posi- 
tion of the outer cylinder. 

The resistance of the apparatus is 
calculated for a pressure of 500 kilo- 
grams per square centimeter—say 3 
tons 3 cwts. 2 quarters per square 
inch—whereas other presses are un- 
able to stand a pressure of above 350 
kilograms per square centimeter, or 2 
tons 4 cwts. 1 quarter per square inch, 
without sume part of the mechanism 
being strained. 

The manner of working Estrayer’s 
preas is as fvllows: 

(1) The working of the cage is ex- 
tremely simple. It is placed on a 
t uck running on a rail track before 
the presses, and the cylinder itself 
rinus on rails on the truck, these lat- 
ter rails being at right angles to those 
on which the truck runs, thus en- 
abling the — to be brought on 
the truck before any one of the 
presses and run off the truck under 
the press. 

(2) The first precaution to be ob- 
served is to see that the outer cage in- 
closing the cylinder be as low as pos- 
sible, and that the eight segments 
forming the cylinder be in thorough 
and close contact. 

(3) The cylinder is next brought 
ander the preparatory press, which 
is constructed for the purpose and is 
provided with two pistons, one below 
acting upwards and one above acting 
downwards. The first or lower pis 
ton is designed to discharge the cyl 
inder, that is, to force the vil cakes 
up out of it; the s°cond or upper 
piston serves to ram down the mat- 
ter to be pressed, in order to make 
room for more layers of matter by 
subjecting it to a pressure of 100 kilo- 
grams to the square centimeter—suy 
1,422 pounds to the square inch—be- 
fore the cylinder is placed under the 
extracting press, where the pressure 
exerted is 500 kilograms to the square 
centimeter—say 3 tons 3 cwts. 2 
quarters (slightly under) per square 
inch. 

(4) The loading and filling is effected 
in the following manner: The lower 
piston is raised to within 15 or 20 cen- 
timeters. 7 or 8 inches) of the top of 
the cylinder; a hair screen is placed 
on the piston (the screen having the 
same surface as the piston head), and 
the quantity of seed or matter neces- 
sary for making one oil cake is poured 
on the hair screen, this quantity being 
reulated by a measuring drawer 
which forms part of the preparatory 
press; on the top of the matter a seve 
ond hair screen is placed, and above 
the screen a plate of laminated iron 5 
millimeters (U.197 inches) thick and of 
the same diameter as the cylinder; on 
the top of this plate another hair 
screen is placed, another equal quan. 
tity of matter is poured on to it, and 
so on, repeating the operations already 
described till the cylinder is full of 
matter to be pressed, lying between 
plates of iron having on either side of 
them hair screens. As the loading 
proceeds the piston is lowered till the 
cylinder is full, when the upper piston 
is lowered to ram down the matter 
already placed. The piston is then 
raised and the space obtained by the 
ramming of the matter is filled up 
with new layers, and this is repeated 
till the cylinder is perfectly full. The 
number of layers will be about twenty 
to twenty-five, and their total weight 
80 to 100 kilograms (1 cwt. 2 quarters 
to 2 ewts.). 

(5) The loading being finished, the 
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cylinder is run on to the truck to be 


placed under the extracting press for 
the high pressure to be exerted in 
order that the oil may be forced out. 
This pressing terminated, i. e., thirty 
to thirty-five minutes later, the cylin- 
der is run under the perparatory press 
again and in the same position that it 
occupied during the loading, care be- 
ing taken to raise the outer case, in 
order to loosen the eight segments 
composing the cylinder before com- 
mencing to unload and give the ne- 
cessary freedom for the extraction of 
the oil cakes. ‘The lower piston is 
then raised and the oil cakes are taken 
off as they appear above the top of 
the cylinder. When the iast is taken 
off, the last case is lowered, to tighten 
np the segments and the loading is 
recommenced as in 4. 

(6) The operations of loading and 
unloading takes about eight or ten 
minutes, so one preparatory press 
may serve three or four extracting 
pre sses. 

‘rhe construction of the cylinder is 
extremely simple. The normal work- 
ing pressure is 500 kilograms per 
square centimeter—say 3 tons, 3 cwts., 
2 quarters to the square ineh. An in- 
terior movement allows of the cylin- 
der being enlarged in diameter, and 
the movement by which this is effect- 
ed is very simple. The diameter be- 
ing enlarged, the oil cakes are no 
longer in close contact with the sides 
of the cylinder and they therefore can 
be removed without effort. This isa 
very palpable advantage over all 
other systems of oil presses, because 
in their case a pressure of from 40 to 
50 kilograms per square centimeter— 
say 569 to 711 pounds per square inch 
—and often more, is required in order 
to force out the oil cake, which causes 
a great delay in the discharging of 
the press, and is also extremely in- 
jurious to the apparatus on account 
of the friction, which couses an enor- 
mous amount of wear and tear and 
frequent breakages of the parts des- 
tined for the passage of the oil, or 
else an obstruction of them so great 
that the oil can only flow away with 
the greatest difficulty. With Estray- 
er’s system it is claimed that all these 
difficulties are abolished, and the 
apparatus can be discharged and re- 
loaded in seven or eight minutes. 

Seeds, etc., such as sesame, pea- 
nuts, poppy, Niger, etc., can be 
pressed without any previous tritura- 
tion in one pressing, which permits 
of oil of a perceptibly finer quality 
being obtained. 

The yield in the first pressing of 
Indian sesame is about 40 per cent., 
whereas the best manufactories at, 
Marseilles only obtain a yield of 
about 30 per cent. There is a gain, 
therefore, of 10 per cent. of oil, which, 
at a cost of 25 frances per 100 kilo- 
grams, shows a gain of 2.50 francs for 
every 100 kilograms of seed pressed. 
Reyond this there is the economy ob- 
tained by the doing away with the 
hair sacks, the increased value of the 
oil, and a considerable saving in the 
amount of labor employed. 

For the manufacture of cotton oil 
the seed must be slightly crushed be- 
fore pressing, but not so much as 
with the presses employed in Amer- 
ica. The oil will be of better quality. 
Experiments have been made with 
Egyptian cottonseed, and one press 
ing afforded a yield of from 17°5 to 18 
kilograms per 100 kilograms of seed, 
when other presses gave only 13 to 
13°5 kilograms. In practice it will be 
unnecessary to press the seed twice 
over, for the power of the press and 
cylinder is such that the same 
amount can be obtained with one 
pressing by leaving the seed in the 
press a few minutes longer as the 
ordinary presses will afford in two 
pressings, in the first pressing 
the seed being cold and in the sec- 
ond heated; and, moreover, all the 
oil obtained with Estrayers press will 
be of the first quality, whereas that 
yielded by seeds after they haae been 
heated (known as “huile a fabrique’’) 
can only be employed for industrial 
purposes and is unfit for table con- 
sumption. 

Although the eylinder has been 
constructed for the manufacture of 
seed oils, it will render equally good 
service in the manufacture of olive 
oil, the yield and quality of which 
will be highly superior to those of oil 
produced by existing systems. 

A factory with twenty presses can 
press from 50,000 to 60,000 kilograms 
of seed if the seed be eamaae once 
only, or from 25,000 to 30,000 kilo- 
grams of seed if it be subjected to 
two pressings, with cottonseed. 

COMPARATIVE RESULTS. 

With the presses in use at Mar- 
seilles seeds from which fine oils are 
extracted have to be subjected to 
three pressings, in the first two of 


which the seed is cold, andin the 
third heated. The yield for 100 kilo- 
grams of white Bombay sesame is 4s 
follows:

An oil manufactory containing 
thirty presses of the type commonly 
used in Marseilles can treat 22,500 
kilograms of seed per day of twenty 
four hours, the seed being pressed 
twice, while the same number of Es- 
trayer’s presses will treat from 30,0U0 
to 33,000 kilograms of seed pressed 
twice, or 55,000 to 60,000 kilograms 
pressed once.

A Free Port at Copenhagen. 


It has been resolved, under a law of 
March 31, 1891, to construct a free 
port at Copenhagen, at the expense of 
the State, and the management of the 
port has been intrusted by a govern- 
ment concession to the Copenhagen 
Free Port Company, limited. It is ex- 
pected to be opened for traffic in the 
course of the year 1894. The greater 
part of the port basins will have a 
depth of thirty English feet of water, 
so that the largest ships may enter. 
Vessels entering the port will be ex- 
empt from payment of any dues to 
the State and will be charged with 
only a moderate pierage. The port is 
so situated us to afford easy and con- 
veient access, both by day and night. 
It will be furnished with the most per- 
fect mechanism for loading and ‘dis- 
charging cargoes, and with well con. 
structed warehouses and sheds, Coal 
will be supplied to steamers at the 
lowest possible rates. Merchandise 
imported to and warehoused in the 
free port will be entirely exempt from 
duty, and dock-warrants will be issued 
for warehoused goods, so as to facili- 
tate their sale and mortgage. The 
territory of the free port will also in- 
clude sufficient ground to afford space 
for the erection of factories and other 
industrial establishments, which will 
have the privilege of exporting their 
products unhampered by any duty. 

Foreign manufacturers are invited 
to tound industrial establishments 
within the area of the free port, and 
any merchant or manufacturer who 
wishes to open a connection with Den- 
mark can find able agents there to 
represent him by making application 
o the Copenagen Free Port Company 
limited, either direct or through the 
consulate in this city.

agreement made with any retail 
dealer to furnish and deliver to such 
retail dealer at a future time or with- 
in a designated peri d any of said 
his trade or busi- 
ness as such retail dealer, nor to any 
contract or agreement made with any 
person to furnish and deliver to such 
person at a future time or within a 
designated period, any of such arti 
cles which are purchased for the con- 
sumption of such person, his family, 
guests, servants or employees, or of 
any domestic animal or animals be- 
longing to such person. 

Other amendments do away with 
the keeping of a record of any trans- 
fers or assignments of contracts or 
the taking out of licenses by those 


| transferring or assigning contracts. 


These amendments the senator ex 
pects will do away with much of the 
opposition to the bill. 

It is not, however, by means of 
sporadic concessions to particular in- 
terests here and there affected by 
tye provisions of the bill that the op- 
position to it can be obviated or over- 
come, The difficulty with the bill is 
general and radical and is not based 
on mere matters of detail. The ob 
jections to it cannot be disposed of 
as the Senator thinks. The bill in its 
essential featu'es constitutes a men- 
ace to legitimate trading, and the op- 
position to it wiil continue after its 
enactment if it should in a non-lucid 
interval on the part of Congress and 
the President be put upon the statute 
book. Inthe United States the mere 
enactment of a statute does not give 
it validity, does not, in short, make it 
the law, for the reason that there is a 
general organic law guaranteeing the 
liberties of the individual, to the 
great underlying principles of which 
statutes must conform in order to be 
enforceable. These are considera- 
tions which should be borne in mind 
by those who are endeavoring to force 
the bill through Congress. Constitu- 
tional objections sustained by the 
courts would be fatal to it if enacted, 
the victory of its promoters in Con 
gress would be a barren one, and all 
their labor would be thrown away. 


It may be thought that it will be 
time enough to consider what should 
be done to defend the business com- 
munity against t.nti-option legislation 
when such legislation is enacted. The 
latest developments, however, are cer- 
tainly not of a character to render 
the opponents of tie Anti-options 
bill enthusiastic over the prospects 
of defeating that measure. § It 
will be remembered that, owing to 
the absence of two members of 
the Senate Committee on the Ju- 
diciary which had the measure 
under consideration, a report upon 
the bill was postponed until the 7th 
inst. On thet day the committee, ap- 
parently finding tself in a quandary 
over the matter, decided, as had been 
suggested last week, to put the re- 
sponsibility for the fate of the meas- 
ure upon the Senate und directed the 
bill to be reported without any recom- 
mendation. According to one report 
from Washingtcn a majority of the 
committee is opposed to the Anti- 
options bill in its present shape, but 
an adverse report could not be se- 
eured, because some of the senators 
who oppose the bill were of the opin- 
ion that such a report would be re- 
garded as an expression of the dispo- 
sition of the committee to do nothing 
at all in the matter, and they were 
unwilling to seem to tage this attitude, 
inasmuch as they thought that legis- 
lation against speculetion in farm 
products which would be free from

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The Mexican Tax on Lead Bullion. 


The Mexican government propose 
lacing atax of 4% per cent. ad va- 
orem on the lead bullion produced 
by the various smelting works in the 
Republic which has heretofore been 
free. It seems as if such action 
would be a great mistake on the part 
of our sister republic after inviting 
and stimulating the removal of smelt 
ing plants from this country, and the 
construction of others by the absence 
of taxation. It would injure what is 
becoming one of Mexico’s most im- 
portant industries, not so much 
through the weight of this tax, but 
through the fear of capitalists that at 
any time the tax might be arbitrarily 
increased. 

On the other hand, if our govern 
mentshould repeal the stupid and in- 


them free, this Mexican tax would 
aid us in undoing the mischief we have 
done to our smelting and mining in- 
dustry, and possibly might bring 
back some of the smelting business 
to this country that we drove away. 
It is now well established that the in- 
crease in the smelting charges on dry 
ores, that is on the greater part of 
the ores produced in this country, 
has averaged about $2aton. This is 
the price our silver ore miners are 
oaying for the foolish exclusion of 
Mexican lead ores at the dictation of 
a few owners of lead mines in Color- 
ado. 

Smelting and refining works are 
now to be established in British Co- 
lumbia, because our market is closed 
to their ores. Thenet result of that 
brilliant piece of statesmanship, which 
the Western papers so fervently advo- 
cated, has thus been the building up 
of rival metallurgical industries in 
Mexico and Canada and the impo- 
sition of an increased smelting charge

SATUBDAY EvENING, July 30, 1892. 

The intense heat of the past week 
has had the effect of retarding busi- 
ness to quite a considerable extent. 
Little disposition has been shown to 
trade, the chief anxiety being to ward 
off the effects of the heat, and sev- 
eral of the large manufacturers have 
contemplated shutting down if there 
were no abatement. Market condi- 
tions are about the same as at 
the close of last week, and there 
are no new features to record. White 
lead is quite steady but suffers from 
the general dullness. There are re- 
ports of the appearance of the army 
worm in Louisiana but their advent 
will have little or no effect upon the 
local market for Paris green, as stocks 
in the South are suflicient to meet all 
Tequirements in that direction for 
some little time. 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

Pig Lead.—We have to reporta very 
quiet market. Buyers manifest little 
interest, but at the same time holders 
are not anxious to sell. The latter 
want 4 124%@4 l5c, but the larger buy- 
ers at least will not bid above 4 05c 
and while that difference exists theie 
is no possibility of important busi- 
ness The Post, Boynton, StrongCo., 
telegraphed us from Chicago: ‘The 
market has been quiet and dull with 
scarcely any business to test values, 
latterly 200 tons desilverized sold at 
4c and at the close 4c is bid with no 
takers.”’ 

White Lead.—There has been a fair 
demand from consumers, but business 
is confined within jobbing limits. No 
disposition whatever is shown to buy 
in anticipation of fall requirements. 
There is not so much heard of cut 
rices of late, but at the same time 
large buyers are able to get whatever 
they want from second hands at a 
concession from corroders prices. The 
official quotations remain as follows: 
6%c for 12 tons or over, 6%c for 
7 to 12 tons, 7c for 500 tbs to 5 tons, and 
7%c for % of less than 500 ths. The 
terms on lots of 500 ths or over are 
60 days, or 2%% discount for cash if 
paid within 15 days from date of in- 
voice. To make any of the above 
quantities it is allowable to include 
any assortment of packages of white 
lead, red lead, or litharge, or all of 
these articles. Dry white lead in kegs 
is quoted at the same prices as lead in 
oil,butin barrels a reduction of %c per 
pound is made. No pre-payment of 
nor allowance for freight is made and 
there are no rebates. 

Lithaige.—Very little has been done 
in this direction and prices are un- 
changed from 6%@7\%c for powdered 
and 6c for double refined. 

Orange Mineral.—The demand is 
very slack, and prices show no change 
from previous guotations. We quote 
84%@8%c for domestic and 84@9e for 
foreign grades according to quantity 
and quality. 

Oxide of Zinc.--Deliveries have 
been a little better than was expected, 
but new orders are scarce. Prices are 
quoted as follows: For Florence 
red seal 6%c, green seal 7c. Where 
10 barrels to be shipped in one 
lot, 1% discount is allowed, and 
2% for 25 barrels lots; while for 
single shipments embracing 100 bar- 
rels 4% is deducted. The prices for 
French zines are as follows: In bbls 
of 220% lbs, 7c for diy Antwerp red 
seal, 7%c for ditto green seal, 7%c for 
dry Paris red seal, and 9c for Paris 
green seal. The discounts allowed to 
large buyers of one or _ assorted 
grades are: Ten-hbl lots, 1% ; 25 bbls, 
2% and 50 bbls, 4% ; all30days. But no 
discount is allowed on less than 10-bbl 
lots. Ground in poppy seed oil. the 
quotations for these zincs are 10%c for 
less than a ton of red seal in drums, 
and 10c for a ton or over; 11%c is 
quoted for less than a ton green seal, 
and llc foratou ormore, Cans are 
held at 104%@10%e for red seal, and 
114%@11% for green geal. 

Red Lead.— Has been dull and prac- 
tically featureless. We quote 6%@6\%c 
for domestic and 8%@9ec for English 
according to quality.

$11@12, as to quantity, make and 
position of goods. 

Fullers Earth.—The improvemeut 
noted in our last has been entirely 
lost, but prices remain as_ before 
quoted: 14@1%e for powdered and 
75@90e for lump. 

Chalk.—The market is quiet and 
featureless, upon the basis of $2 per 
ton. 

China Clay—Has relapsed into its 
usual state of dullness for this season 
of the year, while the range is still 
quoted at $13@18, according to quan- 
tity and grade. 

Cobalt.—The demand shows no 
further improvemert, but prices are 
unchanged. We quote: $2 50, less 
50%, for 100 lb lots, and $2 56 for 
smaller quantities. 

Talc.—The firm tone in foreign 
grades is still noticeable, but the de- 
mand is very slack. Domestic is 
steady. We quote: 14@1c for for- 
eign, and 60@1%c for domestic, ac- 
cording to quality and holder.

SATURDAY EVENING, July 30, 1892. 

In nearly all respects the situation 
in the oil market is the same as at 
this time last week. In no line is 
there any appearance of activity 
thongh considering all drawbacks 
trade is very good. Few changes in 
prices have occurred during the 
week, the general tone of the market 
being one of steadiness. 


Vegetable Oils. 


Linseed Oil.--The market is still 
unsettled and though there has been 


no further quotable change 
in prices, individual instances 


are not wanting of efforts to dispose 
of oil by cutting under the general 
quotations. We understand that one 
Western crusher is offering to sell in 
the New England States at 38c, less 
2°, and that another whose factory is 
not 100 miles from New York 
city has offered and is, in _ fact, 
still offering his brand at 38e. There 
are also rumors that one out-of-town 
brand has sold as low as 36ce, but this 
lacks confirmation, and the report re- 
ceives no credence in linseed oil cir- 
cles generally. Stronger intimations 
are made that in spite of the asser- 
tion that the trust reduced its quota- 
tion in order to meet competition, 
the real cause of the decline is to be 
found in the determination of the 
consolidation to extend its hold upon 
the trade by absorbing outside mills. 
The time chosen for this move was 
particularly favorable for its consu- 
mation as with a tirm market for 
seed, little or no demand for oii and 
cake bringing less than its real value, 
the weuker outside element would be 
much more likely to receive favor- 
ably any overtures made by the trust 
than at any other time, and under 
the circumstances might even be dis- 
posed to take the iniative looking to 
an amalgation of their interests with 
those of the trust. What may be called 
the official quotations were 39c, less 
2°; for Western and other out-of town 
brands, and 40e for city oil made from 
domestic seed. 

Cotionseed Oil.—Thnis market has 
been no exception to the general dull- 
ness which has prevailed throughout 
the various channels of trade. “With 
the return, however, of cooler 
weather, a better impulse may 
be given to trade, though at 
present itis a buyer’s market. Only 
such lots as current wants require are 
being taken, and inducemenis in the 
way of lower prices apparently have 
no effect upon them to increase 
their orders. The export demand 
is about nil, though there was an 
order in the market for 200 bbls off 
yellow at a price which only equaled 
0c, which was declined, though 
early in the week it was reported that 
30c had been accepted for 500 bbls off 
yellow for export. ‘There are several 
lots of prime summer yellow offered 
by sample at 31%¢, but for choice oll 
32c is the present price named. An 
offer of 30%c was bid for 150 bbls 
off oil, whic he was declined, though the 
holder would have been willing to give 
red dish oil, provided the buyer could 
have seen it in the same light. The 
market is about bare of off crude, the 
few stray lots having been closed out 
during the week. Considerable inter- 
est is manifested on the part of ex- 





{ porters as to what will be the final 
outcome of the 3.500 bbls recently ex- 
ported to Marseilles, they asserting it 
was shipped for account of owners, and 
not sold for direct consumption as 
previously indicated. Ordinarily with 
such an advance as has taken place 
in lard products during the month 
prices would have advanced corres- 
ondingly. The sales as noted above 
ave been of a retail nature, conse- 
quently they do not appear except in 
the aggregate: 100 bbls off crude at 
26c, 200 bbls in lots 26c, 200 bbls off 
yellow for export 3l1c, 500 bbls do at 
30¢c, and 100 bbls choice butter oil at 
36%c. The market closes dull but 
steady at 29¢ for prime crude with 
28c bid, prime yellow 314%@82c asked, 
as to holder and quality.

Nor is any revival of activity 
looked for until the opening of the 
fall trade. An actual comparison of 
figures would seem to show that 
stocks on hand do not greatly vary 
from the supply of a year ago. While 
the crop has been phenomenal a very 
considerable percentage of it has not 
been worked up, as is evidenced by 
the large quantity remaining in the 
public elevators of this city; . and 
while the consumption of oil from a 
variety of causes has fallen far below 
expectations, it has been about equal 
to that of the twelve months preced- 
ing. No further decline has occurred. 
Linseed is firm at 39c., nor do there 
appear to be any grounds upon which 
to predict any change, either for better 
or worse, in the immediate future. 
It is evident that the tendency to 
harmony in this section is more pro 
nounced than it was a few weeks ago. 
From the statements of several crush- 
ers who have been in the city this 
week, with a view to effecting an 
amicable arrangement with the Na- 
tional Linseed Oil Company, respect- 
ing the matter of infringement ot the 
Lawther patents, it is learned that the 
terms offered by the combination have 
proved an agreeable surprise. A 
harmonious settlement with nearly 
all appears probable. The result can 
hardly fail to be beneficial, its tend- 
ency being to promote concord as to 
other important points of past differ- 
ence.

ness aggregating some 3,700 tierces 
last week. Early in the week there 
was a single sale of a special brand at 
57 florins, which was one florin better 
than the outside quotation of the 
week before. Other varieties of extra 
grades, however, sold at unchanged 
prices, namely, 56 florins. Most of 
the activity shown was displayed at 
the beginning of the week, churners 
apparently being of opinion that by 
withdrawing from the market they 
might be able to obtain some conces- 
sions.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


SATURDAY EvENING, July 30, 1892. 

We have for many weeks been 
obliged to report the speculative mar- 
ket as dull and featureless, comment- 
ing on the degree of dullness and 
picking out here and there an item of 
more or less interest, and having the 
pipe line reports or the field reports to 
comment upon. But what can be said 
of the week just closed? It has been 
dull, surely, but the degree of dullness 
is difficult to define. Possibly the 

ast week has broken the record of 

ullness, but the heat is too enervat- 
ing to contemplate unpleasant com- 
parisons. We have often witnessed 
sales of double the amount sold dur- 
ing the entire week in ten minutes, 
and single transactions have in times 
past exceeded the total for the week. 
the larger part of the sales reported 
being simply “‘switches”’ to Sept. deliv- 
ery.So dull has trading been on the ex- 
change that clearances have been 
practically suspended. Nor is there 
any improvement in prospect. Under 
such c -nditions there could be no im- 
portant variations in price and quota- 
tions have hovered around 52c with 
the tendency to lower figures, and it 
now appears that the predictions 
of bear operators that the price 
would touch 50c is not far short 
of realization. The daily pipe 
line reports present no new features, 
but indicate a continued excess of 
runs over deliveries, but the increase 
in stocks during July will probably 
fall considerably below that during 
June. The production of the McDon- 
ald field has varied considerably from 
day to day, but latterly has gained, 
and the new wells being brought 
in constitute the only features of 
interest, and these are the _ in- 
fluencing factors, an extension 
of territory being the cause of 
the weakening during the week. 
The transactions during the past week 
show an increase over those of the 
previous week, the sales footing up 
204,000 bbls (204,000 N. T. and 0,000 B.) 
against 100,000 bbls for the preceding 
week. The clearances of the local ex- 
change amounted to 24,000 bbls, 
against 260,000 bbls during the pre- 
—e week, The total clearances re- 
ported for the Oil — exchange 
amounted to 424,000 bbls, against 
630,000 bbls for the preceding week. 
The pn bees of the week was re- 
eorde |on Movday, when 52%c was 
reached. The lowest poirt of the 
week was 514c, and was touched on 
Friday. The opening price last 
Monday was 52%4¢, and the close this 
noon was at 514%c, showing a loss 
oflcasa result of the week’s trad- 
ing, while the extreme range of flue- 
tuations for the week was 14c. There 
were no sales of Buckeyes, and the 
price remains nominally 14%c. 


There were three new wells added 
to the list of those makieg 20 bbls an 
hour or more. They are Forst & 
Greenlee’s No. 6, Marshall; their No. 
3, McMurray; and Jenning’s, Guffey 
& Co.’s 7,on the Herron farm. The 
No. 3 McMurray is an old well but 
the others are both new ones. No. 7, 
on the Marshall, southeast of Nobles- 
town, made as high as 112 bbls an 
hour Tuesday evening, but the gauges 
later place its output at 70 bbls an 
hour, Jennings, Guffey & Co.’s No.7 
Herron is located in the body of the 
famous Herron pool, north of Nobles- 
town, and when it reached the fifth 
sand started off at 25 barrels an hour. 
J.M. Guffey & Co.’s No. 2, on the 
Shane farm, half a mile southwest of 
the old Meise well, and a mile anda 
half south of Willow Giove, is in top 
of the Gordon sand. When it reached 
that formation it started to flow, and 
for a short time made ten burrels an 
hour. There was no tankage at the 
well, and all the oil it put out was lost. 
It is about 1,500 feet west of south 
from their No. 1 Shane, which was a 
very light well. The Shane No. 2 is 
the most southwesterly well in the 
Meise pool. Greenlee & Forst’s No, 2 
on the Kirk farm, located 900 feet east 
and south from the Meise No. 1, is in 
the top of the Gordon, made four 
15-barrel flows and was shut down. 
The Forest’s No, 3 on the Campbell 
heira, a mile and a half north of Oak- 
dale, when 12 or 15 feet in the Fifth 
sand was gassing heavily, but had no 
oil. The non-productive nature of 
this well is a complete surprise, as it 
is only about 50 feet from the Oak- 
dale Gas Company’s No. 1 on the Robb 
acre, whichis making 20 bbls an hour. 
‘The Royal Gas Company’s No. 3 on 
the Ed McDonald property, in the 
lower part of the field, is the 
fifth and is making 90 bbls a 
day. Their No. 7 on the McDonald 
Bros., farm, down near Primrose, is 
in the Gordon, but is without a show- 


ing of oil in that formation. The new 
Mermill pool is gradually advancing 
to the north, and the prospects look 
very favorable for a connection with 
the once productive Bowling Green 
pool. If a connection is made with 
this pool and with the Mungen Square 
Mile pool, then it will be a field of but 
little width, but great length, extend- 
ing from Oil Center to Haskings.

REFINED AND PRODUCTS. 


There has been a decided drop in 
the export movement of refined, due 
to the fact that but very few tank ves- 
sels have arrived on this side durin 
the week. Thedemand for barrele 
has been steady, but for this the re- 
quirements are now comparatively 
small, nearly all the oil shipped 
to European ports going in bulk. The 
total engagements foot up about 90,- 
000 bbls, about ettdel of which 
goes in barrels. The foreign markets 
are a little firmer, notwithstanding 
that the stocks have latterly increased, 
amounting now to over 1,000,000 bbls 
in the principal continental markets. 
The distributing movement is re- 
ported brisk for the season, and 
the demand here may therefore 
be expected to continue good. The 
price of barreled oil has remained sta- 
tionary at 6°00c for New York loading, 
at 5°95c for Baltimore loading,and 5°95¢ 
for Philadelphia loading. Bulk oil 
has also been steady at 3°50c 
here, 3°45c at Philadelphia and 3°45c 
at Baltimore. The principal for- 
eign markets are firmer. ‘To-day's 
quotations by cable were: Antwerp, 
13%f; Bremen, 595m; London, 4% 
4%4d, and Liverpool, 4% @4%d. 
Freight rates are nominally 1s 94@2s 
hence to London, and 1s 9d@3s 
to Continental ports, as to port and 
vessel. Home trade lots have been 
in light request and are weak on 
the basis of 8@8%ce for 150° water 
white, and Western at 7% @8c. 

Cases for export have been in active 
request, and sales of about 350,000 
are reported. ‘The price for plain 
tops has remained steady at 6'80c. 
Freight rates are steady. The nom- 
inal rates for large vessels are: 
For Java, 24@25c; Japan, 21@22c; 
Yokohama, 22@23c; Calcutta,10@11¢; 
Smyrna, 22@23c; Bombay, 16@17c; 
Rangoon, 16@17c; Singapore, 19@20c; 
Hong Kong, 19@20c, and for Shang- 
hae, 24@25c; Penang, 19@20c. 

Crude for export has been in fair 
request, and sales of about 25,000 bbls 
are reported. The price has 
remained steady at 5°40c. Bulk is 
quoted at 2°90c. Washington crude 
is quoted at 4°90c in bbls and 2°40c in 
bulk. Cages for export have been 
neglected and no gales are reported. 

Prime city naphtha has remained 
unchanged at 5°00c. For export only 
afew small sales are reported. 

Western residuum is nominally 
quoted at 4@4%c fob. Barrels are 
quoted at 6%@6%c. Lima residuum 
is offered at 54@5%c in barrels,

Canada Petroleum Report. 


The price of crude oil remains 
about the same as last week and is 
dull and nominal. We must remem- 
ber, however, that old timeis slipping 
along apace, and manufacturers will 
soon be running their plants full 
blast, so as to be prepared for the fail 
trade demand. There is a disposition 
on tue part of heavy holders of crude 
to ask higber prices for their com- 
modity, but the light demand is a 
drawback at present to any improve- 
ment in value. 

The refined oil market is very 

steady and moderately active for the 
season of the year, so far as the 
higher grades of refined oil are con- 
cerned, which are quoted at about 
18c, The refined oil market may be 
full of surprises at a later period, but 
the operations will be principally con- 
fined to the Eastern markets where 
the largest part of the refined oil is 
disposed vf, and where the headquar- 
ters for unusual occurences in the 
trade are generally manipulated The 
illuminating oiltrade there is said to 
be more closely concentrated and it 
is believed that violent fluctuations 
will only be temporary, to influence 
the market if they ever occur. 
. The great three have three repre- 
sentatives interested in their various 
firms, and Ikey, Alex. and Schooley 
will make the dust fly, and the frag- 
ments that remaip will not take many 
baskets tu hold what is left. 

There should he a better figure for 
the retined article any way, but act- 
ual prices are hard to get at. There 
is so iuch secrecy about sales, 
that the whole business assumes a 
private character, and the average 
outsider his a mountain of guess 
work to fatuom if he wants to arrive 
at any definite conclusion as to the 
figures of any large contracts that 
take place. 

Durivg the past few years compe- 
tition among refiners has been very 
keen aud the profits must have been 
very small, especially among those 
who have not had a lubricating oil 
and paraffine plant to work up the 
residuum. Such being the case we 
would very much like to see better 
prices for illuminating oil this fall 
and a better feelinjz and unison of 
action among the manufacturers dis- 

layed which must eventually en 

ance the value of the refined pro 
duct of petroleum, 

Several new wells have been report 
ed, but apparently nothing vew has 
taken place to encourage speculative 
transactions. The price bas varied lit- 
tle,but nevertheless the market is not 
very sensitive, and should any ma- 
terial addition be made to the produc- 
tion by new wells we venture to say a 
break in the market would not be the 
result as the market can stand a few 
good wells just now without making 
any marked impression. 

At ihe same time a buying move- 


ment is about the only lever that | 
would cause prices to advance, but 
for a month or so, at least, this is re- 
garded as about as likely to take 
place as an earthquake, and therefore 
there is consequently a_ firm belief 
that without radical changes in both 
the producing and statistical situa- 
tions, the producers at present can 
have no hope of an import- 
ant or permanent improvement 
of values. The drillers are all busy 
and operating is going on from one 
end of the oil territory to the other, 
with results more or less satisfactory 
but nothing of real importance has 
occurred tobe worthy of notice,—Pe- 
trolia Advertiser.

The Petroleum Trade of Hiogo. 


The British Consul at Hiogo makes 
the fullowing report on the petroleum 
trade of that port for the years 1890 
and 1891: 

The dulness of the last two months 
of 1890 was,at the opening of this year, 
lessened by some excitement caused 
among importers and those generally 
interested in this branch of foreign 
trade, by a movement to compel 
the removal of heavy stocks from the 
warehouses at Onahama, considered 
and recoguized since the time when 
kerosene tirst became an article of 
import and consumption sumong 
Japanese, as the only site adapted for 
the storage of such inflammabie mer- 
chandise; one of the causes which led 
to this movement was, it is believed, 
the danger to the houses, which of 
late years have been erectedin rapidly 
increasing numbers in the neighbhor- 
hood of those warehouses 

The new scheme to which the atten- 
tion of importers was indirectly called 
at the close of 1890, contemplated the 
immediate removal of all stocks and 
the future storing of kerosene in 
warehouses erected by a local Japan 
ese company, at a considerable dis- 
tance from the centers of business, 
and objectionable in regard to sur 
Foundings, landing facilit.e3. and in- 
sufficiency of storage room. This im- 
portant matter having been promptly 
brought to the notice of the proper 
authorities was during the course of 
the year satisfactorily settled. 

During the next few months, the 
general features of the market were 
depression and inactivity, but to- 
wards October some improvement 
took place, and there was a marked 
increuse in the quantity taken for 
distribution. The following return 
shows the movement in oil during 
the last two years:

The temporary decrease in the vol- 
ume of trade is due to cheap and reg 
ular communication by sea between 
Yokohama and the important dis- 
tributing center of Owari.

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The Peruvian Petroleum Fields. 

O. T Brown, of McKean county, 
who has been drilling in Peru for an 
English syndicate, gives an interest 
ing account of his experience. He 
was foreman of six meu from Penn- 
sylvania, and was located on the 
western coast and 50 miles from 
Paytu, the nea: est postoffice. Speak- 
ingof his trip to a Pittsburgh re- 
porter, Mr. Brown said: 

“Peru is a radically different coun- 
try from ours, The soil is sandy and 
ranges from 5 to 20 feet in depth. 
The teraperature ranges from 90 to 
130 degrees, und January, February 
and March are the hottest months. 
Rainfalls are a rarity, for they are 
now enjoying the first onein 14 years 
although there was a slight sprinkle 
eight years ago. The svil absorbs 
sufficien moisture during the rainy 
season to last two years, aud at other 
times irrigation 1s essential to good 
crops. ‘These consist of corn, cotton 
and vegetables, no grain being raised. 
Tuna creek water is a luxury com- 
pared with the drinking water tu be 
obtained during the daytime. 

“The peopie, asa rule, are illiterate, 
schools being almost unknown, and 
their principal occupatious are farm-

Patent Infringement Suits. 

The Committee on Patents has 
authorized Representative Heard of 
Missouri to report a separate bill for 
the better protection of the innocent 
users of patented articles. The bill 
reported is exactly the same as the 
thirteenth section of tne bill making 
general amendments to the patent 
laws which were reported by Mr. 
Buchanan of New Jersey late in May. 
There would probably be much 
grea‘er difficulty in passing the gen- 


eral bill than the single feature em- 
bodied in the bill of Mr. Heard, and 
for this reason he was authorized to 
report it as a separate measure. The 
subject is one which was a good deal 
discussed in the Committee before 
the object sought was put in satisfac- 
tory language. The Senate Com- 
mittee proposed to cover the point in 
briefer language, which some of the 
members of the House think is less 
certain in its interpretation. Mr. 
Heard’s bill provides that the paten- 
tee shall first seek the remedy at 
law against the manufacturer or ven- 
der, and shall not bring suit against 
a purchaser in good faith of a regular 
dealer for his own use, except under 
the following provisos: 

Provided, That such individual pur- 
chaser shall give to said patentee or 
his representatives, at his request, the 
name and residence of the party from 
whom said article was purchased: And 
provided also, That this exemption 
from liability of the individual pur- 
chaser shall not apply to any corpora- 
tion, firm or company nor to any cor- 
poration or party as to any patented 
machine or process made or used by 
them for the manufacture of an article 
or product forsale. Actions at law or 
suits in equity for infringements of 

atent rights may be brought in the 
Niatrict where the infringement oc 
curs, whether the defendant or de- 
fendants be domiciled therein or in 
some other district; aud where an in- 
fringement is begun in one district 
and completed in another, or is partly 
in one district and partly in another, 
the plaintiff or complainant may bring 
his action or suit in either district at 
his option. ; : 

Mr. Heard discusses the subject in 
his report in rather more detail than 
Mr. Buchanan in his report in the

The object of the bill is to exempt | 


from liability to suits instituted by 

patentees the purchasers of patented 

articles, bought by them in open mar- 

ket for their own use and not for sale, 

on the gronnd that such articles were | 
manufactured in infringement of pat- 

ent rights. Great abuses have grown 

up in the matter of prosecution of 

such innocent purchasers by persons 

having, or pretending ‘to have, patent 
rights covering articles so purchased. 

Especially in the matter of agricul- 

tural implements, and articles used 

chiefly by people who live in interior 
districts, has this thing grown to be 
oppressive. 

Your Committee believe that all 
suits for infringement of patents 
should be prosecuted exclusively 
against the manufacturer who makes 
the article in violation of law and the 
merchant who offers such article for 
sale. These parties have ample means 
for informing themselves of the rights 
of all parties concerned, while in the 
case of the consumer such means are 
not available. The manufacturer 
ahould take upon himself the respon- 
sibility for his actin the use of any 
patent or the disregard of any patent 
rights, and we believe that, in justice 
to the people who need and buy for 
their own use patented articles, the 
liability for infringement of patent 
rights should be to the individual or 
company committing the offense com- 

lained of, and which offense can only 

e committed by the neglect or inten- 

tional wrong of the manufacturer or 
carelessness of the dealer who offers 
the article for sale. 

In order to secure exemption from 
liability to such actions the purchaser 
must give to the patentee, or to his 
representative, at his requést, the 
name and residence of the party from 
whom the article was ouremaeed.

Condition Phosphate

, _ Lhe recent advance in the price of 
| Florida phosphate rock has given re- 
| newed hope and spirit to the miners 
|}and continued exploitations in the 
| State. The improvement in price has 
| been sharp and decided. It is the 
| outcome of a set of circumstances 
which have been working to an in. 
evitable result, such result as was 
predicted by competent authorities 
months before its accomplishment. 
It may be of interest to look over the 
situation and effects back to the 
causes of the recent low prices and 
the present advance. 

The beginning of 1891 found the 
price of 75 percent. hard rock phos- 
phate of Florida ruling at twelve 
pence per unitin the ton, c.i.f., at 
the ports of Europe. This is equal 
to skouk $13 per ton f. o. b. American 
ports. This price gave a tremendous 
stimulus to the industry and capital 
flowed intotheState. The territory 
swarmed with exploitants of every 
description—the woods were full of 
them. At this juncture the directors 
of a company, which, by the way,has, 
in Arabian fashion, since ‘folded its 
tents,’’ conceived the idea that it had 
sufficient outcrop rock to supply an 
open market and sufficient facilities 
to insure it an exhaustless and ready 
output, and, rejoicing in a misjudged 
strength, sought to sweep away all 
competition by authorizing unlimited 
sales by their London brokers at cut 
rates. Without a_ second _bid- 
ding the representative sold heavily 
in 10,000-ton lots for as low as 
ten perce, The cut was met by other 
brokers, and prices were further 
slaughtered by brokers who were 
irresponsible and utterly unable gto 
make good their promised deliveries. 
At the same time many companies 
whose financial condition might be 
rated ‘‘weak,” in their anxiety to 
make sales, authorized numerous 
brokers to offer in the markets of the 
world what rock they had on the 
bank, and did not contine instruction 
to men or places. The result was the 
European markets were flooded with 


offerings, the same rock being offered 
over and over by different brokers, 
and the price rapidly fell to8% pence. 
equal to $8 f.0.b. at Florida ports. 
This decline reflected disastrously on 
the products of the mines of other 
countries, until all were working at a 
disadvantage. Florida had broken 
down the market of the world, and 
that through no fault of the rock it- 
self, but from the faulty operations in 
its sale, together with the subsidence 
of the “boom” wave which every 
yractical person interested might 
1ave foreseen, 


The consumptive capacity of 
European manufacturers is placed 
by conservative authorities at 
125,000 to, 150,000 tons annualiy. 
So far this amount has not gone 
forward, nor is it likely the shipments 
for this year will reach that quantity, 
and those best informed feel assured 
of a restoration of the twelve pence 
per unit price, equivalent to $13 per 
ton f. 0. b. Florida, ports. The av- 
erage shipments so far would indi- 
cate an approximation of 100,000 tons 
high grade rock for the year, but it 
must be borne in mind that many of 
the mines have now about worked 
out their outcrops and are going 
deeper, necessitating the purchase of 
better adapted and more expensive 
machinery. Some of them will not 
be willing, or a able, to make 
such outlays as will enable them to 
compete in price and production. 

This being the situation, and it be- 
coming evident that the market of 
the world would not be overstocked 
with high grade Florida rock, prices 
have advanced to nine and a quarter 
pence perunit. This price would in 
all probability have been further im- 
proved had not a broker, with insuffi- 
cient cause, refused to take a 10.000- 
ton lot of hard rock as per contract, 
forcing it to sale upon a market 
which was just reinstating itself. This 
untoward circumstance seems again 
to be the fault of the brokers, and not 
the rock, if the circumstances ag com- 
ing to me are correct. For this there 
should be some cure, following out 
the old common law maxim that 
‘every wrong has its remedy.’’ That 
an article 80 important to the world 
and so valuable in itself should be 
battledored by incompetent brokers 
until the legitimate margin was 
trimmed to incredible thinness sets 
sober people to thinking. Here is a 
reduction from $13 to $8 per ton, or $5 
per ton less profit. In an export of 
of 100,000 tons that reaches the sum of 
$500,000 lost to miners through the 
wild, unskilled or reckless operation 
of men who too often have all to win 
and nothing to lose. 

Where, then, must the remedy be 
looked for? The diversified nature 
of the industry, the widespread extent 
of territory bearing phosphates (some 
mines being nearly 400 miles apart), 
the varying motives of the different 
companies, all render a_ general 
combine almost impossible. All 
efforts in that direction have so far 
proved futile. If accomplished at 
all it would have to be dual in its 
nature, one organization for pebble 
and one for hard rock. The hope, 
then, is for every company seriously 
engaged in the business to select the 
best representatives to handle its 
product, and, if possible, to concen 
trate on such parties as will protect 
the interest of seller as well as buyer; 
then to give a proper guarantee, and 
not place the product of a great and 
growing industry at the mercy of men 
who, having nothing with which to 
answer to damages, fritter away the 
mighty opportunities in grasping for 
gold straws and turn the splendid find 
of the indstrious miner toashes in his 
very grasp. 

Too much solicitude cannot be had 
in the selection of a representative 
who will do right. The sohedule of 
prices of some brokers which have 
come under my notice look more like 
a list of court costs or a plumber’s 
bill. It would be a most difficult 
thing to concentrate the product of so 
vast aterritory into any two or three

hands, nor would such a concentra- 
tion be expedient, holding out as it 
would so great temptations for wrong- 
doing, but the subject merits the most 
earnest at‘ention of the phosphate 
producers. If wisdom and modera- 
tion prevail, the end in view, the pro- 
tection of the industry, can be come 
passed, and that without present seri- 
ous sacrifice and with promise of 
great things for the future. 

Inthe hard rock region there are 
four centers of activity at present—the 
Ocala region, embracing the Dun- 
nellon and other mines; the Anthony 
region; the Albion region and the 
High Springs district. In each there 
is a good deal going on. Dunnellon 
and neighboring companies are min- 
ing and shipping. All the plate rock 
mines around Anthony seem to be 
busy mining and putting in improved 
washers and other machinery. 
Around Albion the Osceola mine has 
just completed its first shipments, 
the Albion Phosphate Mining & 
Chemical Co. will put in too new 
washers, the Suwanee Phosphate Co. 
will build a ten-mine board guage 
railroad from their lands to the main 
lines of the Florida Central and Pen- 
insula Railroad, and the Phosphate 
Development & Financial Co. and the 
Sebastopol Co. are putting in a 
side track of a mile to their mines, 
In addition some very heavy nego- 
tiations with Eastern capitalists are 
now pending and some large trans- 
fers nay be made. 

The port of Fernandinais forward- 
ing the hard rock product through 
the elevator there with a regularity 
which gives abundant promise 
for the future. These _ ship- 
ments come _ from the mines 
of the Marion, Dunnellon, Peninsu- 
lar, Withlacoochee, Ocala & Blue 
River, Peninsular & Withlacoochee, 
Albion & Florida, Standard, Florida, 
Stonewall, Illinois, Empire State, 
Carney and Early Bird companies 
and from B. Arentz and Clarke, La- 
dureau & Co, 

For June, 1892, the shipments 
were as follows: British str. Swedish 
Prince, 2,026 tons, to St. Louis du 
Rhone, France; British str. Garda- 
pee, 1,995 tons, to Hamburg, Ger- 
many; British str. Glanystwyth, 1,987 
tons, to Hamburg, Germany; British 
str. Hallamshire, 1,466 tons, to Gars- 
ton, England—total, 7,472 tons. 

The ocean freights, which long 
have been a source of great anxiety to 
shippers, are adjusting themselves, 
and a rate has at last been reached 
which will further instill life in the 
work of mining. The lowest freight 

yet is fifteen shillings to the United 
ingdom or Germany. 

The Savannah, Florida & Western 
Railroad and connections are catch- 
ing a little of this business and ecar- 
goes of hard rock from the High 
Springs district have recently been 
shipped over its rails through the 
port of Brunswick, Ga. Authorities 
there, however, declined to give name 
of carriers or destination—why is not 
known.—Manufaclurers Record, 
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The Comparative Value of Brimstone 
and Pyrites in the Manufacture 
of Sulphurie Acid.

Inthe following paragraphs I shall 
give as briefly as possible the results 
o fmy experience in the manufacture 
of sulphuric acid from both pyrites 
ant brimstone. 

The only advantage that pyrites 
possesses Over brimstone is that the 
sulphur in this form costs from one- 
third to one-half less than in the form 
of brimstone, while the advantage 
possessed by brimstone over pyrites 
may be given as fellows: As pyrites 
contains an amount of iron requiring 
oxidation, more air is used in the 
burning process than with brimstone 
in producing the same amount of 
sulphuric acid; consequently the 
burner gas from pyrites contains a 
larger percentage of nitrogen and a 
smaller percentage of sulphurous 
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acid and free oxygen than that from 
baimstone. In exact figures, the 
burner gas from pyrites should con- 
tain, with good working, from eight 
to ten per cent.. and that from brim- 
stone from eleven to thirteen per 
cent. SO,. This increase in the 
amount of nitrogen and decrease in 
SO, and free oxygen requires an in- 
crease of from two to three per cent. 
of nitre in the amount of sulphur 
charged, and it also requires an in- 
crease of from one-fourth to one-third 
of the capacity of the chambers. I 
find the average amount of nitre used 
with pyrites to be six per cent. and 
with brimstone four per cent. of sul- 
phur charged. 

I find that 100 lbs. of sulphur 
charged in the form of pyrites, pro- 
duces 430 lbs. of chamber acid and 
that 100 Ibs. of sulphur in the form of 
brimstone 490 Ibs. of chamber acid 
and 50° H., these figures being equiv- 
alent to 246 and 300 lbs. of pure acid 
respectively. This difference is due 
to the amount of sulphur remaining 
in the cinder, averaging 3° and also 
to the sublimation of sulphur remain- 
ing in thecinder, averaging 3", and 
also to the sublimation of sulphur 
and the nonformation of sulphurous 
acid due to the high temperature of 
the furnace. This increase in tem- 
perature combined with the greater 
amount of nitre used with pyrites 
shortens the life of chambers by at 
least one-half. On this account we 
calculate the wear and tear on the 
brimstone plant at 6°¢ per annum, 
and in the pyrites plant at 10°) per 
annum. Our pyrites plant, which 
produced nine tons 50° B. acid per 
day, we valued at $30,000; and our 
brimstone plant, using the same 
chambers and producing 12% tons 
per day, we valued at $27,000. The 
difference in cost is due to the differ- 
ence in the cost of the furnace. 

With pyrites the services of four 
men were required for charging (two 
during day, two night), besides the 
extra expense of breaking and pre- 
paring the ore for the furnace; while 
with brimstone two men were suffi- 
cient for all purposes. 

In the following table I give the 
average expenses for a day, first with 
pyrites, second with brimstone:

This table shows that if pyrites can 
be obtained at from $5@8 per ton de- 
livered, brimstone should be bought 
at from $21@29 per ton delivered. At 
present pyrites can be bought at from 
$10@11 per ton, delivered., and brim- 
stone at $28@30 per ton delivered, so 
that the comparison is even more in 
favor of brimstone than appears from 
the table. This calculation does not 
take into consideration the value of 
the cinders in the case of pyrites, as 
we have never been able to make 
anything on them. 

So far, I have taken the value of a 
ton of acid produced from pyrities to 
be the same as one produced from 
brimstone. Thisis true only where 
the presence of a srnall percentage of 
arsenic is of no consequence. ‘There 
is always some arsenic in pyrites and 
it is almost impossible to eliminate it. 

In the manafacture of superphos- 
phate or sulphate of soda to be used 
in alkali, or in glass making, orin the 
purification of petroleum, there is no 
objection to arsenical sulphuric acid, 
but where the acid is to be used in 
the manufacture of food products, 
such as starch, sugar and molasses, 
it is necessary that brimstone acid 
should be employed. Where a chemi- 
cally pure article is required in phar- 
maceutical and analytical work, it is 
absolutely necessary to use the brim- 
stone acid. 

Brimstone possesses the advantage 
of producing an acid averaging from 
5 to 10° stronger than that produced 
by pyrites. The pyrites burner gas 
has a higher temperature, and in 
order to reduce this sufficiently for 
the chamber process it is necessary to 
introduce more steam than with brim- 
stone. I am not prepared to give the 
exact difference in the cost of con- 
centration. 

(For some time Mr. William H. 
Adams has been advocating the use 
of pyrites in place of brimstone for 
the manufacture of sulphuric acid, 
and recently a series of articles on 
the subject from his pen has appeared 
in the on of the Journal of Analy- 
tical and Applied Chemisiry, from 
which we take the following esti- 
mates. The chief reason for the sub- 
stitution is the greater cheapness of 
the sulphur contained in pyrites, and 
the second reason is that pyrites are 
comparatively abundant in the States, 
whereas brimstone has to be im- 
ported. He gives in his writings a 
comparative statement of the costs 
in producing sulphuric acid by the 
two processes, This may be put in 
the form of a table:

Mr. Adams estimates that 
with brimstone costing $24 a ton 
chamber acid wiil cost $7.65 a ton,and 
that with pyrites at $5 a ton chamber 
acid costs $4.90, while Mr. Kelley es- 
timates the cost of acid from brim- 
stone at from $5.98 to $7.65 and from 
pyrites $5.84 to $7.60 taking pyrites 
as costing from $5 to $8 per ton and 
brimstone at $21 to $29 a ton.—Ebp |

The export in coal tar products, 
aniline, alizarine, colors and dyes, 
and zine white, have therefore in- 
creased; others, e¢. g.,  ultra- 
marine, have decreased. If one 
glances at the chemical exportsin the 
above two tables, it will be difficult to 
form a correct general idea, as the 
multiplicity and variety of the spe- 
cialties in question must be taken 
into account. But so much at all 
events can. be seen, that the increases 
in the exports of this year concern the 
important, whereas the decreases fall 
on the smaller, less important arti- 
cles. The opinion therefore formed 
of the trade in general of the chemi- 
cal industry for this year will not be 
an unfavorable one. Germanvy’s 
chemical industry takes a high place, 
and its products are forwarded to al- 
most all countries of the world. The 
reason for this extension is to be 
found in the high theoretical talents 
of the German people and the excel- 
lent schools, which, year by year, 
furnish a body of educated chemists 
to advance the trade of the country. 

One branch of the chemical indus- 
try is worthy of special attention, 
namely, the potassic salts. This in- 
dustry has formed a syndicate which 
publishes accounts every year, and 
thus facilitates inspection of the 
course of business.

The syndicate of the potash works 
—a sort of combination whose occu- 
pation is restricted to the sales in 
common of the products of all the 
works concerned—with reference to 
this makes the following remarks, 
which will be interesting to those en- 
gaged in agriculture: 

“It may be seen from the above 
figures that the total sales have con- 
siderably increased from year to year. 
A continuous increase in the con- 
sumption of the products is, however, 
only to be noticed in those countries, 
in which among the great masses of 
the population the fact has gained a 
firm hold (proved by scientific re- 
searches), that without a suitable 
maauring of the soil with potassie 
salts nolucrative harvests cun be ob- 
tainnd. In this respect the sales of 
kainite in Germany and of concen- 
trated potassic salts to France and 
the United States of America are no- 
ticeable. Italy and Scandinavia have 
also for years shown themselves to be 
good markets for potassic manure 
salts. In those countries where the 
salts are mainly used for techical 
purposes, the consumptiou is always 
inflnenced by a combination of differ- 
ent circumstances, to which the ar- 
ticle manufactured from _ potassic 
salts are subjected, and for this rea- 
son the sale to those markets flue- 
tuates at times considerably.”’ 

The percentage in which foreign 
countries participate according to the 
preceding statistics is noticeable, 
Several products, e. g., kieserite, are 
almost exclusively manufactured in 
Germany for foreign countries. This 
fact also explains why Germany’s 
chemical industry, so highly de- 
veloped, is favorable to free trade. 
The chemical industry of Germany 
in many articles is sufficiently strong 
to disregard the custom barriers 
raised by other countries. Whena 
foreign country imposes duties on 
articles of her chemical industry. 
these do not lose their sphere of 
trade, the foreign country simply 
pays the duties, because it cannot do 
without German chemicals,

On Maize of Corn Oil. 
BY J, CRUICKSHANK SMITH, B.S.C. 


The grain of the Maize plant (Zea 
Mais), which is extensively used in 
the manufacture of starch, can be 
made to furnish an oil, whose proper- 
ties would seem render it suitable for 
several technical applications. At the 
suggestion of Protessor E. J. Mills, 
the author recently examined a 
sumple of this oil which is believed to 
be genuine, and the results are em- 
bodied in the present paper, The 
sample was of a bright golden color, 
it had a _ somewhat peculiarly 
“starchy” odor, and its taste was 
mild and not unpleasant. 

its specific gravity at 10°C. was 
0°9267 ; at 15° C. 0' 9244: and at 20° OC. 
09218. The mean coefficient of ex- 
pansion (corrected for glass) between 
10° and 2vu° C. was 0°'000706. Shezdler 
(Technologie der lette und Oele) gives 
the specific gravity at 15° as 0°9315, 
aud Professor Mills states that in 1884 
he found a rather coarse brown sam- 
ple to have a specific gravity of 09262. 
At—10°, according to Scheedler, the 
oil sets to a solid mass. The author 
finds, however, that when exposed to 
intense cold, the oil becomes turbid; 
owing to the decomposition of solid 
matter at—10°. and that below that 
temperature it becomes very viscous, 
but is still fluid at—20°. The precipi- 
itated solid matter is entirely re-dis- 
solved on warming again.

it was observed that when the bro- 
mine solution remained in contact 
with the oil for more than fifteen 
minutes the results obtained were 
somewhat higher, and did not agree 
among tnemselves, owing, no doubt, 
toa secondary oxidizing action. A 
thick dark colored sample was found 
by Professor Mills in 1881 to have a 
bromine absorption of 74°42 per cent.

On saponification with alcoholic pot- 
total KOH absorbed was 
19°34 per cent., which gives a ga- 
ponification equivalent of 290.07. 
The oil was readily saponified 
in the cold, and it was at 
first thought that this ready saponi 
fication might be made use of fur the 
quantitative separation of maize oil 
from other oils; but while no other oil 
that has been examined gives such a 
high absorption in the cold as maize 
oil, many of them are undoubtedly 
acted upon under similar conditions, 
and concordant results could not be 
obtained. 


The higher fatty acids present in 
maize oil seem to present no unusual 
features, but exact determinations as 
regards the proportion in which they 
are severally present were not made 
in the present instance. The volatile 
fatty acids, separated by Reichert’s 
distillation process, in 100 parts of the 
oil required for their neutralization 
0°56 parts of KOH. 

A tendency to oxidize or to gum is 
almost absent in this oil. Nodecided 
siccative properties are communicat- 
ed toit by simply boiling, or by the 
addition of litharge to it. On passing 
acurrent of air through it for an 
hour ata temperature of about 150° 
C., the oil becomes slightly darker in 
color and rather more viscous, but by 
no means to the same extent as cot- 
ton oil. If to the oil so treateda 
small quantity of borate of manga- 
nese is added, the oil acquires to a 
small extent siccative properties, and 
a thin film on lead dries in from ten 
to twenty hours, but not completely, 
being tacky to the feel at the end of 
that time. Like cottonseed oil the 
elaidin reaction gives rise to a mass 
having a pasty or buttery consist- 
eucy. 


The rise in température when 5 c.c. 
of strong sulphurie acid were mixed 
with 15 grms. of the oil was 89° C. 
For a non-drying vil this is a high 
figure, but itis in keeping with what 
may be called the ‘‘tenderness”’ of 
this oil in the presence of chemical 
reagents. The so-called qualitative 
tests for oils with sulphuric and nitric 
acid, ete., failto give with maize oil 
reactions sufficiently characteristic to 
warrant their application in identify- 
ing or detecting this oil. Hence its bro- 
mine and iodine absorptions, its high 
Maumene figure, and the ease with 
which it saponifies in the cold, must 
be looked upon as the features by 
which the oil may be best recognized. 


Specimens of the potash and soda 
soaps were prepared, and both of 
these proved to be of good quality, 
being light in color and readily and 
completely soluble in water. The 
soda soap is distinctly the harder of 
the two, but the potash soap is harder 
than the average “‘soft”’ soap. Soap- 
making, therefore, is a use to which 
the oil might with advantage be put. 
The ease with which it saponifies, 
also might make it useful to mix 
with other oils to accelerate the 
saponification. As a lubricant it 
might in certain cases be applicable, 
its low acidity and its tendency to de- 

opit solid matter or to ‘‘gum,” be- 
ng properties that recommend it for 
this purpose. The oil dissolves read- 
ily in acetone and more sparingly in 
alcohol or glacial acetic acid. 

The viscosity was determined 
roughly by observing the time of 
flow of 5cc of the oil through a bur- 
ette with a capillary point, and com- 
paring the results with standard oils.

Latest Phase of the Anti-Options Craze. 


The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, 
which, by the way, is one of the ablest 
and most complete newspapers in the 
country, said, in its special Washing- 
ton correspondence, published July 
19, that Senator Washburn, who has 
charge of the so-called Hatch, or anti- 
options bill in the Senate, felt quite 
confident of carrying the measure 
through the upper branch of Con- 
gress. The admission was made that 
a minority had the power to prevent 
a consideration of the bill every day 
for a month—‘‘it all depends on their 
earnestness.”’ It was also stated that 
“some impartial observers say the 
Minnesota senator will be given a 
reasonable time’’ on the bill, ‘“‘after 
which his colleagues will desert him,”’ 
and in all probability “this will be the 
result.”’ 

While it is to be hoped so, it looks 
from another point of view very much 
as if, worst coming to worst, the 
friends of this billin the Senate may 
fight to prevent the passage of a joint 
resolution for final adjournment un- 
less the anti-options bill is brought to 
a vote. 

On Wednesday the bill was attacked 
by Senator Vest in a speech which, 
from the brief summaries published 
in the daily papers, would seem to 
have been convincing to anyone who 
approached the subject with intelli- 
gence aud a receptive attitude of 
mind. It is a pleasure to note the 
vigorous independence of the Mis- 
souri senator when he is called upon 
to vote for a pernicious, unconstitu- 
tional bit of attempted class legisla- 
tion by an alleged demand for such 
action from agricultural constituents. 
Senator Vest said: 

He knew the aggressive and almost 
overpowering sentiment in some por- 
tions of the country in its favor, and 
that explanations would be required 
in every farming community for op- 
position to the bill, but he would 
rather explain his vote in every town- 
shipin Missouri from now till the 
November election than put himself 
on record in favor of a bill about the 
unconstitutionality and vicious tend- 
ency of which he Fad not the slight- 
est doubt. If he could vote for it he 
would support class legislation as a 
rule, for he had seen no other bill be- 
fore the Senate which in its web and 
woof contained so much of the es- 
sence of class legislation. The bill, 
he said, proposes to use, under a 
fraudulent pretext, the taxing power 
of the government toenakle tbe farm- 
ers of the United States to charge to 
consumers more for their products 
than they otherwise could. When- 
ever Congress undertook to enter 
within the lines of a state and to reg- 
ulate the domestic habits of the peo- 
ple and to preserve their health, to 
make police regulations in relation to 
traffic, gambling, etc., it tore down 
the Constitution and trampled on the 
fundamental doctrines of constitu- 
tional government. ‘The bill pro- 
posed, under the fraudulent pretext 
of collecting revenue, to police every 
state in the country. ‘The first sec- 
tion, he said, defined a pure and sim- 

le gambling transaction. But what, 
1e asked, would be thought of the 
legislature which first denounced a 
gambling transaction and then voted 
to license it? What would be thought 
of astate legislature which denounced 
a faro bank and then said: ‘*We will 
license it at $1,000 a night and $5 for 
every chip it sells.’ * * Mr. Vest 
said he knew what was said about op- 
posing the farmers and pandering to 
the money power of the country, but 
if he was expected to stretch the Con- 
stitution to meet the interests of any 
men or set of men in Missouri he was 
not the man to represent them in the 
Senate. No senator would defend 
gambling or say that ‘‘putsand calls”’ 
constituted legitimate commerce, but 
when they were told that because a 
thousand bushels of wheat passed 
through fifty hands in a day it con- 
stituted gambling, he deniedit. It 
might as well be said that the $150,- 
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000,000 or $200,000,000 that pagsed 
through the New York clearing house 
showed that all the banks in New 
York were engaged in wholesale 
gambling. 

On the other side it is worth while 
to reproduce a reply Senator Wash- 
burn is reported to have made to 
Senator George, as being, by the 
Minnesota senator’s confession, the 
source or fountain of his faith that 
“dealing in futures isrobbery.’’ The 
senator from Mississippi, after being 
told that dealing in futures in wheat 
“began in a small way twenty-five 
years ago,’’ and that it became bad 
about ten years ago, and “has been 
going from bad to worse to the pres- 
ent time,’’ asked Senator Washburp 
the following: 

“Did you find that before this sys- 
tem of selling futures began your 
(milling) business was carried on more 
easily than it is now ?”’ 

The reply contains some of the 
richest material, enabling one to 
judge of another’s point of view, we 
have ever encountered in the way of 
a public confession by a public man. 
It is reported in the daily papers as 
follows: 

“Very much more. It is now most 
difficult to do business at all. Itis 
hardly safe to attempt to do business. 
We are bedeviled and harassed al- 
most all the time. Dealing in futures 
is robbery from beginning to end. 
But as the senator from Missouri 
seems to think that is a good thing, I 
will not try to convert him. So faras 
Iam concerned, I believe in the in- 
sticts of the millions. I believe that 
the farmers of the country know 
something; believe that their in- 
stincts are to be trusted rather than 
the wishes of the people who hover 
around the exchanges of Chicago und 
New York.” 

So “dealing in futures” is a rob- 
bery from beginning to end! And 
“instincts” of one class of men are to 
be trusted rather than the wishes of 
those who make up a large propor- 
tion of our country’s representative 
bankers, merchants and forwarders! 
The latter are to be commiserated 
that Senator Washburn has pene- 
trated their disguise so soon—has 
found them out to be the robbers he 
says they are. 

We are inclined te believe that 
bunco games are not more likely to 
deceive the unwary farmer and are 
quite as respectable as_ this anti-op- 
tions measure.—Bracsireel’s. 
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Petroleum for Sweeping Purposes. 


Some time ago there appeared an 
article on the use of kerosene oil for 
sweeping purposes in Conncil Bluffs, 
and how the question was looked 
upon by underwriters. The publica- 
created quite a discussion, and caused 
a number of companies to object to 
the use of the oil for the purpose 
stated. Now the local agents at 
Council Bluffs are to the front with a 
circular which states that the prac- 
tice carries with it no special hazard, 
and that it has been folowed in that 
city for many years with no bad re- 
sults. The circular also goes on to 
to state that the custom is a na'‘ive of 
Eastern cities, where it is carried on 
by the most responsible merchants, 
and that it is not peculiar to Council 
Bluffs at all. And, too, special agents 
who have eqamined the matter find 
there is no extra hazard, or if any, 
very little, all of which is concurred 
in by the signers of the circular, seven 
in number. Continuing, the docu- 
ment reads: ‘‘We see less danger in 
sweeping a room with a broom 
moistened slightly with coal oil than 
we do in the use of sawdust, which 
would have to be shipped here and 
stored in quantities in the buildings, 
The assured having seen the great 
advantage and convenience, have con- 
cluded not to abstain from the use of 
kerosene for such purposes, and now 
insist on having the privilege indorsed 
on the policies. We would therefore 
ask the Company to instruct the in- 
spector to prepare indorsement slips 
with the necessary restrictions for 
use whenever the same is required. 
We are satisfied that there are enough 
companies ready to carry these risks 
at the present status of the business 
and allow the custom to continue. 
We deem this of immediate import- 
ance to insurance companies doing 
business in our city, and we hope 
that managers will act promptly in 
adjusting matters to the advantage 
of themselves, as well as to us.”’

For months the 
course of opium has been so steadily 
downward, that this price has been 
expected sooner or later. Powdered 
is still quoted at 2 20@225c. No de- 
mand of any consequence is reported 
in either gum or powdered. The fol- 
lowing, from an English contempor- 
ary may be of interest to our readeis: 
“There is very little doing here in 
Turkey opium. Fine drnggists’ qual- 
ity is belng quoted at 6s 3d to 6s 6d; 
seconds at 58 9d to 6s. Persian opium 
is rather more active, and it is said 
that the crop is not likely to come up 
to the estimate formed of it. In Per- 
sia and in China—which isone of the 
principal markets for this variety— 
prices have considerably advanced, 
but in London no business has 
yet been done at the _ higher 
rates asked by the holders—namely 
8s 6d@9s per lb. Under date of July 
9 our Smyrna correspondent writes: 

Opium is now coming in much more 
freely from the interior. The arrivals 
to date are 350 baskets, against 483 at 
the same time last year, and vely 
shortly there will be an increase in 
favor of this year, as large supplies 
will be received from the northern 
districts, where the harvesting of the 
crop is proceeding rapidly owing to the 
continuance of very favorable weather. 
It is now almost a certalnty that 
the Turkey crop this year will not be 
less than 9,000 baskets. Nevertheless, 
our market may not settle down to its 
lowest point for some time, as the 
prices that are paid in the interior 
are higher than here, consequently, 
for the present, holders prefer pledg- 
ing their goods at a high rate of in- 
terest to selling ata loss.’ The arri-

Cocoa Adulterants. 

REPORT OF THE GOVERNMENT CHEMIST. 

The raw material from which the 
eocoas and chocolates of commerce 
are manufactured is the ‘cocoa 
bean.’’ the seed of the cocoa, or cocao, 
tree (Theobroma cacao). While this 
tree has been successfully introduced 
into various warm countries, tropical 
America, its native land, still fur- 
nishes the larger and more highly 
valued portion of the world’s supply 
of cocoa. From Mexico to Peru on 
the west coast, Mexico to Bahla, 
Brazil, on the east coast, and on the 
West India Islands, the most favor- 
able eonditions for its cultivation are 
met. After removal from the fruit 
two processes are used for the prepa- 
ration of the seeds for market. For 
the production of ‘‘unfermented 
cocoa,’ they are freea from adhering 


| fruit pulp and are at once dried in the 


sun. For the production of ‘‘fer- 
mented cocoa,”’ the beans are placed 
in piles in sheds or are buried in 
trenches and allowed to ferment for a 
time before being completely dried in 
the sun. When buried the beans are 


now placed in easks or other cover. | 


ings; hence, the earthy coating is no 
longer a mark for determfhing the 
process of preparation. Muchof the 
acridity and bitterness disappears in 
this process of fermentation; the 
beans so prepared have a mildly ole- 
aginous, pleasant, slightly bitter 
taste, and are more or less aromatic. 
The value of the prodnet therefore 
greatly depends upon the care be- 
stowed upon this operation. On ac 
count of the peculiar properties of the 
cocoa bean, its prepurations merit a 
place on our tables for two reasons: 
In addition to being, like tea and 
coffee, the material for the prepara- 
tion of a pleasant and exhilarating 
beverage, it is a valuable food mater- 
ial. Not only is it much richer in

The investigations of Stutzer and 
others clearly prove, however, that 
the food value of cocoa preparations 
has been greatly overestimated, and 
that many of the present modes of 

reparation do not develop in the 

ighest possible degree the pleasing 
aroma and flavor. The inventive 
enercy of many manufacturers seems 
to be spent onthe production of a 
highly nutritive and easily digestible 
preparation; the valuable fat is re- 
moved and the delicious aroma and 
flavor destroyed by chemicals for the 
ostensible purpose of rendering more 
digestible a residue of doubtful food 
value. The more important constit- 
uents of the husked cocoa bean are 
fat, theobromine, the nonalkaloidal 
nitrogeneous substances, starch, the 
coloring matter called cocoa red, and 
the mineral matter. The fat, cocoa 
or cacao butter, in consequence of its 
quantity and peculiar excellence, is 
unquestionably the constituent of the 
cocoa bean possessing the highest 
food value. tt usually forms 45 to 55 
er cent of the husked bean, rarely 
alls below 45 per cent, and only one 
recent analysis shows as low as 36 per 
cent. At ordinary temperatures it is 
a white, or slightly yellowish, brittle 
solid,having a pleasing taste and odor 
and showing but little tendency to be- 
come rancid. The preparations of 
cocoa are 80 numerous that more or 
less confusion of terms naturally 
arises. Most American manufactur- 
ers prepare a plain chocolate (known 
in Europe as cacuo-masse), made by 
reducing the roasted and 
beans to a paste and pressing into the 
form of cakes. When this is com- 
bined with much or little sugar (gen

No cocoa in the market contains a 
very considerable percentage of mat- 
ter soluble in water. unless the ma- 
terial so dissolved is foreign soluble 
material that has been added during 
the process of preparation. The term 
seems to be used to denote a prepara- 
tion that allows none of the insoiuble 
matter to deposit from the beverage 
prepared from it. This purpose may 
be accomplished in two ways—the 
material may be so finely divided 
that a very long time will be required 
for its deposition, or foreign sub- 
stances (as starch or sugar) may be 
added to render the liquid of so high 


the insoluble matter will not deposit. 


The removal of the fat is not consid- | 


ered to be an adulteration when it is 
acknowledged. It seems important, 
however, that the public have a 
means of accurately knowing to what 
extent it has beenremoved. Perhaps 
no food material offers conditions so 
favorable for profitable adulteration 
and so well utilized by its manufac- 
turers as do cocoa preparations.

SATURDAY EVENING. July 30, 1892. 


With to-day ends one of the hottest 
weeks that has been known iu this 
vicinity in many years. The extreme 
torridity, reinforced by an unusually 
high degree of humidity has affected 
trade as it has individuals. No one 
has been disposed to exert himself to 
a ereater extent than was absolutely 
necessary, and consequently neither 
buyers nor sellers have cared much 
what the condition of the market val- 
ues, supplies and requirements might 
be. The excessive heat has induced 
manufacturers to be more than usu- 
ally lenient with their help, with the 
result that production in nearly all 
lines has fallen much below the aver- 
age of corresponding weeks in past 
seasons. Notwithstanding the good 
intentions and philanthropic efforts 
of employers, there have been a 
number of cases of prostration by 
heat among employes, and in at least 
one case among the several that have 
come under our notice, fatal results 
are likely to follow. So far as actual 
market conditions are concerned in 
this particular line of business, there 
has been little or nothing oe- 
curring to call for — particular 
comment. No special effort is being 
made at present to dispose of stocks, 
and buyers show no inclination to 
come into the market unless com- 
pelled by absolute necessities. De- 
spite the dull condition of the market 
prices are maintained, and we have 
no change of consequence to réport. 

Albumen.—The_ seareity of egg is 
still the most striking feature of the 
market, yet while the market has a 
very firm tone, buyers are not at all 
disposed to exceed actual require- 
ments when they have oecasion to 
make purchases, and the result is we 
have to reporta very quiet condition of 
trade. Such sales as have come under 
our notice have been made at 40@44c, 
as to quantity and quality. Blood 
albumen is notin much demand, but 
the market is steady and prices are 
unchanged, 

Alizarine.—The demand is_ ex- 
tremely light, with no prospect of an 
early improvement, as the require- 
ments of consumption are exceed- 
ingly limited. A steady feeling pre- 
vails, however, and we continue to 
quote 16@19c, according to seller, 
quality and size of order. 

Anitine Colors.—No new features 
are presented. As for sometime past 
the demand is of a retail character, 
only enough stock of any color being 
taken, as arule, to supply the pres- 
ent needs of consumption. There 
has been no quotable change in prices, 
although it is understood on the few 
important transactions that are made 
the buyer has the advantage. Ina 
general way, however, it may be said 
that the market is steady, as competi- 
tion has reduced prices to the point 
where any further concession would 
mean an entire sacrifice of profits, if 
not actual loss. 

Aniline Ovul—The same conditions 
as those prevailing at the date of our 
last, govern this market, With a 
firm, in fact a high, market for raw 
material, sellers can not afford 
to make concessions. On the 
other hand buyers will not pay the 
prices demanded, except when com- 
pelled to by the pressure of actual re- 
quirements, and consequently the 
market at present has a very quiet 


appearance. We repeat our quota- 
tions of 15@18e as to quantity. 
Aniline Salit.—There has been no 


improvement in the demand, and the 
outlook is not particularly encourag- 
ing. Holders, however, are not will- 
ing to shade their quotations of 13@ 
15¢c as to quantity, quality and seller. 

Bichromate of Potash.—The de- 
mand has been moderate and wholly 
of a jobbing character. The market 
remains steady at the quotations of 
104%@l11c, for either domestic or im- 
ported according to quantity wanted. 

Culch.—We have to report a very 
quiet market. Most buyers are hold- 
ing back their orders until the spot

Fuller’s FEarth.—Ordinary grades 
are quoted at $18@20 per ton, as to 
quality and quantity, and refined, 
lump, in bags, at $25 per ton. ‘There 
is a fair demand but buyers content 
themselves with small purchases. 
We get sales of 25 tons refined at the 
above quotation. 

Divi Divi.—The market remains 
very quiet but only occasional buyers 
appear, and they generally want a ton 
or less. There is a plentiful though 
not larye supply here of the lower 
grades that can be bought down to 
$45 and possibly less but the 
few buyers want only the best article, 
which commandsa much higher price. 
Consequently the only sales we hear 
of have been 5 tons in lots of a choice 
grade, at $65. 

Dyewoods.—There have been no ar- 
rivals of logwood during the week, 
but as the larger buyers are well sup- 
plied, this fact has had no appreciable 
effect upon market values. The last 
important sales were at $31 for Port 
de Paix and $28@30 for stock from 
other ports, according to quality, and 
these were the nominal quotations at 
the close, 

Dyewood Evrtracts.—The market is 
very quiet, as buyers are not disposed 
to take more than they actually need 
for present requirements, as_ they 
have reason to believe that later when 
renewing supplies they will have 
the advantage of lower prices than 
those at present quoted. ‘The fact is 
that the market is a good deal un- 
settled with prices entirely nominal, 
the tendeney being downward. 
The cause of all this is the 
excessive competition that has 
grown out of the recent amalga- 
mation of two of the principal extract 
producers in the country. The osten- 
sible object of this consolidation was 
to simplify business processes, the 
avoidanee of unnecessary and ex- 
treme competition, and the placing of 
the business ona profitable footing; 
but outside of those directly inter- 
ested in the amalgamation of these 
two great interests it is generally be- 
lieved that it is intended to be the 
nucleus of a trust, the object sought 
being the absolute control of the ex- 
tract trade. The smaller manufac- 
turers believing this to be the case are 
prepared t> meet the issue. It has 
been definitely stated that they will 
not relinquish a customer so long as 
there is any possibility of selling 
goods to him at prices that will not 
represent an actual loss to the pro- 
ducer. That phase of the situation 
has not yet been reached, but the 
market is altogether unsettled, and 
while the feeling of antagonism among 
the manufacturers exists there is no 
prospect of stability to market values, 

Gambier.—The spot market is 
quiet.Since the arrival of the Salvator 
Accame, which was noted in our 
last, about 700 bales have been sold 
from her, at 44%@4%ce, and the rest of 
the unsold stock she has, and that is 
not much, is held at the same figures. 
From store small jobbing sales are 
making at 43;@4%e, but the total 
sales of store goods for the week 
make a poor showing. The com- 
paritively low prices named for future 
shipments have attracted the attention 
of some buyers. and we understand 
that sales of 150 tons have been made 
of stock to be shipped in the three 
months ending with October at 390c, 
or possibly a shade less, Earlier 
shipments are quoted at 4c, but this is 
merely a nominal price. 

fudigo.—Owing to the strong po- 
sition of this article both here and 
abroad, speculative interest has been 
attracted to it with the result that 
some 400 cases have changed hands, 
very little of it for actual consumption 
at prices, which although not made 
public are generally believed to be 
somewhat better than those heretofore 
quoted. The market is now firmer 
with an upward tendency an average 
advance of twenty cents having al- 
ready occurred, While the demand 
here for sometime past has not been 
of a character to attract attention, it 
has, nevertheless, made a considera- 
ble draft upon spot supplies, with the 
result that stocks in this country are 
now very much below the normal 
quantity. The London supply is also

2. Tue Lamp.
